LIKE DAYS OF OLD. 

President Roosevelt and the members 
of the Cabinet were escorted from the 
White House by a file of Minute Men 
dressed in the uniform of Continental 
days. The President noted the appro- 
priateness of the uniform for this oc- 
casion, and made a brief compliment- 
ary speech to the escort. When the 
President arrived at the Presidential 
stand the entire assemblage arose and 
greeted him with lusty cheers. After 
an impressive invocation by Rev. Dr. 
Stafford, who took the piace of Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, President Roosevelt de- 
livered the address of welcome. He 
spoke in a strong voice and with great 
earnestness, pausing frequently at the 
outbursts of applause. 

As the President concluded his ad- 
dress the Counters de Rochambeau 
caught up the cords of the flags en- 
veloping the statue and the massive 
bronze figure emerged through the 
folds of red, white and blue. At the 
same instant the boom of an artillery 
salute came from a battery of heavy 
guns nearby, and the strains of the 
French national hymn came from the 
Marine Band. It was an inspiring mo- 
ment, and led by President Roosevelt, 
the vast assemblage joined in cheer- 
ing.

HIS BLUFF MAJESTY.

In the last few months King 
Edward has acquired a brusqueness of 
speech and manner which is somewhat 
disconcerting to those who are brought 
into contact with him. He has de- 
veloped moreover a knack of putting 
awkward questions which would be 
worthy of the late LA Hung Chang.

“This is damn fine spring weather 
you've provided for us, Trotter.” He 
added, reassuringly. “Never mind, 
though, this is a mighty fine show.” 

In connection with this same show, 
however, the King displayed semething 
like a delicate feeling which was 
rather surprising to his entourage. 
His orders, as Gen. Trotter told the 
reporters, at final dress rehearsal, were 
that an item in the programme of a 
sham ‘fight with much sham blood- 
shed was to be struck out y. 

The King said: “We have had too 
much of the real thing for more than 
two years. Let us have none of this 
tomfoolery, which must be painful to 
those who have men dear to them 
in South Africa.”

Accordingly, 
she has striven her hardest to make 
the assertion that America’s claim to 
a share tn the Atlantic transport busi. 
ness ia not the source of closer rela- 
tions between the,.two branches of 
our race, as it should be, but of en- 
mity and distrust. 

“The German Intelligence Depart- 
ment has grasped what the British 
public has not, that codperation in 
the Atlantic carrying trade, and 80 
in the carrying of cur food supplies, 
would have an important effect on any 
future war between England and the 
powers of the continent. They see, 
though we do not, what we stand to 
gain politically and they to lose. 

“Accordingly. Germany is most 
anxious, if she cannot stop the ship- 
ping combination, to make it a source 
of ill-feeling between England anu 
America.” 

This and other manifestitations of 
awakening common sense, after the 
first indignation over the _ shipping 
combine, mark a decided reaction in 
English opinion on Morgan's coup. 
The real significance of these discus- 
sions as already indicated, lies in the 
advent of a great new factor in world 
politics, which is destined ere long 
to become the controlling influence. 
KAISER’S LOOK INTO DESTINY. 

Another extremely interesting ar- 
ticle printed in the Spectator, <dis- 
cusses the Kaieer’s efforts to ingratl- 
ate himself and his countrymen with 
the American people. The writer ar- 
gues that Emperor William falls to 
understand the Americans. He is sin- 
cerely anxious to win their respect 
and regard. He believes probably that 
the future of the world belongs in 
equal parts to the United States and 
Germany, and he would like to ar- 
rive at an agreement which would, he 
thinks, be useful and beneficial to 
both. 

He has no desire to trick or take In the 
United States or to get them to 
sacrifice any interests essential to thetr 
welfare. His attitude, in fact, ie that 
of a business man who says: “There 
is plenty of room for both of our firma, 
and when I say I desire to make 
things easy for you I am not trying to 
bamboozle you, but mean genuine and 
honest cofiperation.” 

This is the attitude of the Enipercr.

KING OF RHODESIA. 
WILL SEF EDWARD CROWNED. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.} 

LONDON, May 4.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Lewanika, King of Barotzeland, 
Northwestern Rhodesia, the only King 
who will be present at the coronation 
of King Fdward, arrived from South 
Africa today. The presents which 
King Edward will give to the foreign 
envoys are now ready. Whitelaw Reid, 
the American special ambassador, and 
his associates, will receive pins and 
brooches of gold, mostly in the form 
of the initial “E” set with rubles and 
pearls, with a gold-enameled crown 
above. In a few cases, perhaps, cost- 
lie, vresents will be made to the heads 
of special amabesies. 

A curious precedent in celebrating 
King Edward's crowning has been set 
by the corporation of the city of Lon- 
don, which has decided to make a per- 
sonal gifft of £5000 to the King to use 
as he sees fit, In token of the con- 
tinuance of the corporation's ancient 
loyalty to the sovereign. This is ex- 
clusive of the appropriation for decora- 
tion and entertainment, or for the 
King's hospital fund. 


SPRAGUE COMPANY. 


General Electric Has Made an Offer to 
Acquire Control Which Has Practic- 


ally Been Accepted. 

(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, May 24.—Circulars 
have been sent out to the stockheld- 
ers of the Sprague Electric Company 
notifying them that an offer has been 
made by the General Electric Company 
to acquire control of the Sprague Com- 
pany. The circulars convey the infor- 
mation that the terms of the offer have 
been approved by many of the largest 
bond and stockholders, and that the 
merger is practically assured. 

According to the circular the General 
Electric Company will acquire the 
Sprague concern by the exchange of 
securities and a lUttle cash.

“I am sure, my fellow citizens, that 
you welcome the chance which brings 
it about that this embassy of the 
French people should come to our 
shores at the very time when we, tn 
our turn, have done our part in start- 
Ing on the path of independence a sia- 
ter republic—the republic of (Cuba. 
[Applause 

“Mr. Ambassador, the American peo- 

peculiarly because they are the 
american people, and because the his- 
tory of the United States has been so 
interwoven with what France has done 
for us; also because they are part of 
the whole world, which acknowledges 
and must ever acknowledge in a pe- 
cullar degree the friendship of France, 
among 80 many lines in the march of 
progress and civilization—the Ameri- 
can people, through me, extend their 
thanks to you and in their name I beg 
to express my acknowledgements to the 
embassy that has come here and to 
President Loubet and ali of the French 
nation, both for the deed and for the 
magnanimous spirit and friendship be.

[Loud applause. ] 

STATUE UNVETLED. 

As the President closed his remarks, 
the -Countess De Rochambeau drew 
aside the veils enveloping the figure, 
bringing into view the massive bronze 
proportions of the famous French 
commander, standing proudly erect, 
with arm outstretched, directing the 
fortunes of war on the jeld of York- 
town. A great cheer went up from 
Frenchmen and Americans alike, and 
at the same instant the Marine Band 
broke into the inepiring strains of the 
“Mareeillaise.” As the French national 
hymn died away, Ambassador Cambon 
escorted to the front of the platform 
the youthful sculptor, M. Hamar, who 
executed the statue. Then the Am- 
baseador, speaking in French, delivered 
a brief address. He said in part: 

AMBASBADOR’'S ADDRBSs. 

“It is a very great honor for me to 
speak here as the Ambassador of the 
French republic and to express to you 
all today, who represent here the gov- 
srnment, the magistracy and the Con- 
gress of the United States, our ap- 
preciation of the homage which you are 
now paying to the man who carried 
to thefr closing triumph the “Fleures 
je IAs’ of ancient France. Today the 
French republic sands you a mission 
which is headed by the most eminent of 
our genera! officers, Gen, Prugere. 

“Rochambeau was a strict disciplina- 
rian, «2 severe and courageous com- 
mander. Careful of the lives of his 
men, he was wont at times to remark 
to the young men around him that dur- 
ing the long course of his military 
“areer, 115.000 men had died under him, 
but that he could not reproach him- 
self with the death of a single one of 
these. Thus, he earned for our army 
the esteem of your people and won 
for himself the affectionate devotion 
of your great Washington 

“Hence, it is that thie |monument, 
which in appearance seenrs only des- 
tined to evoke the recollection of war- 
like deeds, becames, by the character 
of the struggle which !t recalls, and of 
the man whom it glorifies, a monument 
and pledge of union between two na- 
tions. Today, just as they did 120 
years ago, the soldiers and sailors of 
France and of the United States stand 
tide by side; they surround this monu- 
ment; they march under one and the 
tare command; they blend in one com- 
mon chord the national hymmne and 
in celebrating their common glory, they 
cive the world an example of! fidelity 
and friendship. 

“This friendship you have proven to 
us. The French Antilles have just 
suffered the shock of a tragic event, of 
a catastrophe, the like of which the 
not witnessed for twenty 
The President of the 
(United States, Congress and the Amer- 
ican people have vied with one another 
in promptnese to send relief to our 
stricken countrymen.

borne fruit in the hearts of men. 

“It is a happy coincidence that even 
while I am speaking here, the youthful 
and graceful sovereign who had sum- 
moned the peace conference at The 
Hague, and the President of the Frnch 
Republic are togethr in St. Petersburs. 
Thus may be behold everywhere, even 
in the remotest regions of the earth, a 
manifest expression of the same senti- 
ments of union by and between the 
highest and supreme representatives of 
nations. 

“Nor are these mere barren manifes- 
tations. The world, gradually gaining 
in self-consciousness, begins to frown 
more and more severely on those who 
seek to disturb its peace, and when we 
measure the work ac omp ished and 
the advance made Fi Washington 
and Rochambeau foug... together for 
the god of humanity, we may well con- 


clude that they have not combatted 
in vain. 

“This monument shall bear witness to 
this fact, and shall endure as a sym- 
bol thereof in theeyes of the generations 
to come.” 

GEN. PORTER'S SPEECH. 

Following the French Ambaseador, 
Gen. Horace Porter, the Uinted States 
Ambassador to France, spoke. He 
dwelt upon the nobility, bravery and 
modesty of Rochambeau'’s character, 


Said he: 

“Rochambeau left this country 
crowned with the laurels of success 
and the bearer of every token of recog- 
nition which a grateful country could 
bestow. If he were permitted to re- 
turn to earth, he would see in the 
matchless prosperity of the country 
an ample vindication of the principles 
of government for which the battles in 
America were fought. He would find 
that the thirteen feeble colonies had 
grown to forty-five vigorous States; 
that the 3,000,000 people had - been 
swollen to 85,000,000; that the popula- 
tion had been strengthened by an in- 
terweaving of the stoutest fibers of 
other nations and nurtured by the best 
blood of many lands; thal the flag 
which had once struggled for bare ex- 
istence. in a few Atlante States had 
moved across a vast continent and had 
been planted even in the ends of the 
earth. He would find here all things 
changed, ecept the sentiments of grati- 
tude for his services. This will be 
everlasting. Living, he dweit in the 
affections of his American comrades; 
dead, he is enshrined in the hearts of 
their posterity, for the friendship of 
the fatherland is a precious legacy to 
the sons and a common heritage of 
ancient glory can never be divided. 

“This statue is not simply to com- 
memorate war, but to typify peace and 
good will between the newest republic 
of the Old World and the oldest re- 
public of the New World.” 

: ORATION OF THE DAY. 

The orator of the way was Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts, who began 
his address as the French band con- 
cluded a selection. 

Lodge said, in part: 

“Statecraft has a cynical maxim that 
there is no such thing as gratitude 
between nations. If we must accept 
this as true of those practical! deal- 
ings when sentiment comes into hope- 
less collision with self-interest, we 
ma at least say that no nation really 
great will ever hesitate to make pub- 
lic acknowledgment of its obilgations 
to others in the past. 

“Across the square there stands the 
statue of Lafayette. He brought no 
army like Rochambeau: no fleet Hke 
De Graase. He came by no command 
of his King. Yet has he always been 
nearer to the hedrts of Americans 
than any man not of their own peo- 
ple. The reason is not far to seek. 
He came of his own accord, and 
brought with him the sympathy of 
Frapce. He represented the new 
spirit of a new time, the aspirations, 
the hopes, the vistons which had come 
out of the Intellectual revolution 
wrought by Voltaire, Rousseau and 
the encyclopedistes. Purposes of 
state, calculations of chances, selfish 
desires might guide the French gov- 
ernment, but Lafayette was the Mving 
embodiment of the sympathy of the 
French people for the cause of the 
United States. He came because he 
loved the cause, and had faith in it, 
and vo the American people gave faith 
and love to him. And this impalpable 
spirit of the time stirring strongly, 
but blindly, in France, was even 
then more powerful] than monarchs or 
cabinets or coalitions. In America it 
passed for the first time from the 
world of speculation to the world of 
action. There in the new country, on 
the edge of the yet unconquered con- 


t'nent, the cry became practice, and 
doctrines lived as facts. There a 
people had risen up declaring that 


they were weary of kings, had fought 
thelr own battle for their own hand 


and the cordiality which marked the 
relations between him and Washington. — 


“From America it passed across the 
eea, saying to all men that what had 
been done in the new land could be 
done likewige in the old. 

“The army of Rochambeau flushed 
with victory, bore back the message 
with them, and it fell upon Hstening 
ears. France had helped us to liberty 
and indenpendence, and we had 
shown her how both were won. The 
force which we had summoned they 
too, evoked, and Europe, blind to the 
deeper meanng of the American war, 
went to pieces in dull surprise before 
the onset of the makers of a revo.u- 
tion, in which thrones tottered, privi- 
lege and fuedalism went down to 
ruin, and the ancient boundaries of 
kings faded from the map. 

“We unvell this etatue in honor of 
a brave soldier, who fought by the 
side of Washington. We place it here 
to keep his memory fresh in. remem- 
brathe and as a monument of out 
gratitude to France. But let us nor 
forget that we, . commemorate 
here the men who first led in arms 
the damnocratio movement, which, 
during a century of conflict has ad- 
vanced the cauee of freedom and 
popular government throughout the

Friendships Being Cemented at 
Madrid, Cronstadt, Copenhagen and 
Washington—Much Space Devoied to 
Rochambeau Memorial.

PARIS, May 24.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The French papers almost 
exclusively devote themselves to 
graphic descriptions of the inter- 
change of civilities and friendship at 
Annapolis, Cronstadt and Madrid. The 
details and menu of the luncheon 
given by the President of the French 
republic to the Emperor of Russia 
om board the French cruiser Montcalm 
appear side by side with the accounts 
of the lunch given by the com - 
mander-in-chief of the French army 
t President Roosevelt on board the 
French battleship Gaulols, and  (fer- 
vent allusions are also made to the 
luncheon to be given’ Sunday by the 
King of Denmark to President Loubet 
ir. the famous Knights’ Hall of Amal- 
lenborg Castle, at Copenhagen. 
The French Association de L’Al- 
Hance Francais is spontaneously con- 
gratulated for its share ‘n bringing 
about the inost friendly feellnge and 
relations between France and foreign 
powers, that have existed at any 
period during the third repubiic. 

Papers of every shade of political 
opinion refer in glowing language to 
the ceremony of the unveiling of the 
statue of Reehambeau. The Figaro 
and the Gaulois each publish special 
Noghambeau illustrated supplements, 
with photographs of President Roose- 
velt, and other prominent participants 
in the Franco-American festivities at 
Washington, The supplements sell at 
news stands like hot cakes. 

A mustoal matinée given this 
afternoon by the Figaro in its hospita- 
ble mansion in Rue Droeuot to all 
Americans in horor of Rochambeau, 
was a most brilliant success. The 
Petit Journa!, the Eclair, the Temps, 
the Journal des Debats. the Siecle and 
Liberte all have friendly editorial ex- 
pressions for the United States and 
publish sketches of the Rochambeau 
statue and President Roosevelt.

The city is advertising 
the gale of a gas franchise to fur- 
nish light, at the request of F. W.

HORSBELESS INVASION. 
SANTA MONICA, May 2.—The 
horseless harvester has invaded the

| The first combined harvester ard 
'thresher operated by steam and used 
‘near Santa Monica has been received 
‘by the Schee brothers for use on the 
‘San Vicente ranch, which they till, 
is being mounted for inmmed 
use. The machines, for the traction 
engine and the harvester are separate, 
are ponderous affairs. The engine hes 
drive wheels with ribbed tires forty 
inches wide and a diameter of efght 
feet. 

The harvester will cut a wide swath-- 
twenty-five feet in fact—but instead of 
sowing wild oats will reap matured 
barley. The engine in action will be a 
sort of prairie tugboat, with the har- 
vester in tow. Leasing from the boller 
is a pipe conducting steam to the en- 
gine, which is situated on, and which 
operates the harvester. The engine 
which give@ the traction power Is, of 
course, located on the locomotive, or 
“tugboat.” With the separate engines 
connected with one boller the speed of 
the traction and the speed of the har- 
vester and thresher may be regulated 
separately. 

Light men ore required to operate 
the harvester. One runs the engines 
and attends to feeding the fire. As oil 
is used for fuel, the tring ‘does noi 
nerd a great deal of attention. 
man attends to tilting the cutting bar 
and table. One man fills the sacks 
with grain, and two others sew them 
up. Two men will haul ofl and water 
for the boiler. One man, denominated 
as “separator boes,’ has general charge 
of operations and attends to oiling and 
adjustment of gear. 

With a good ‘ell ta operate on it 
is expected tae harvester will do 
eiuhty acres In a tweive-hour run, The 
Schee brothers have 2000 acres of bar- 
ley to harvest, and, provided there are 
no serious” hindraheces, it expected 
the work will be done within twenty- 
five days of the time of commence- 


nt. 

"Pameseteture for the same work about 
thirty-five men and fifty on sixty ani- 
mais have been employed running two 
headers. They would require about 
forty days for the work of heading the 
grain and etacking it. The threshing 
would have to be done afterward. 

In the past it has been necessary to 
commence harvesting the grain before 
it was as ripe as it ought to be and the 
operation wauld not be concluded till 
the grain was too mature for the best 
results in garnering. By shortening 
the harvesting period the new ma- 
chinery improves the conditions. 

With the new harvester the straw 
may be piled or scattered as desired, 
ani the method of handling avoids 
waste of the grain. The traction en- 
gine has the pulling strength of fifty 
horses, and the harvester requires 
twenty-five horse power additional for 
its operation. 

Several other machires 1ike, or 
nearly like this ane, have been pur- 
chased and are about to be delivered 
for use on the grain ranches along the 
Coast at neighboring places. 

The new traction engine and har- 
vester are California products. They 
were built by the Beet Manufacturing 
Company of San Leandro, 

The traction engine will also be used 
in plowing. It is expected it will haul 
a seven-gang plowing machine, with 
five plows in each gang, turning over 
a thirty-five-foot strip.

PASSING OF 
PAUNCEFOTE.

British Ambassador is 
Called Away. 


‘ 


Passports to Grave for 
His Excellency. 


Death of Popular Diplomat 
Deeply Deplored at 
Washington. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Lor4g 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador to 
the United States, died at the embassy 
this morning at 6:35 o'clock. 

President Roosevelt drove to the 
British embassy as soon as he had be- 
come disengaged from the ceremanies 
attending the Rochambeau exercises. 
He was received in the drawing-room 
by the first secretary of the embassy, 
Mr. Raikes, who now becomes British 
chargé de’affaires, and by some of the 
ladies of the household. The Presi- 
dent ex his deep sense of be- 
reavement for the death of the Am- 
bassador, not only in behalf of the 
government, but also for the people of 
the country to whom Lord Pauncefote 
had become endeared in many ways. 
The members of the Cabinet also called 
at the embassy, leaving their card® 
and expressing their condolences. The 
foreign ambassadors ministers 
also left their cards. 

None of the visitors saw the body of 
the dead diplomat, which will remain 
in an upper chamber until arrange- 
ments have been completed for the 
funeral, when it will be brought to the 
library of the embassy. 

SUDDEN COLLAPSE. 

The improvement which had been 
noted in Lord Pauncefote's condition 
during the past week received a sud- 
den check about 6 o'clock last even- 
ing, when it was noticed that he was 
experiencing difficulty in breathing. 
Dr. Jung, his physician, was immedi- 
ately sent for, and he decided upon a 
consultation with a local physician, in 
the meantime telegraphing for Dr. Os- 
ler of Baltimore. In his stead came 
Dr. Thayer of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, arriving about 2 o'clock this 
morning. 

The patient’g pulse was still good, 
and when Dr. Thayer left the embassy 
at 3 o'clock for Baltimore the Ambas- 
sador was resting so comfortably that 
a cablegrani was sent to his son-in- 
law, Mr. Broaley, in London, that 
there was no immediate danger. 

PEACEFUL END. 

Soon after 3 o'clock a distinct weak- 
ness of the heart developed, and his 
pulse began to collapse. He died so 
peacefully, that it surprised even his 
physicians, who feared that the asth- 
metic affection would prove trouble- 
some when the end came. 

At the bedeide when the distin- 

ished diplomat passed away were 

rs. Pauncefote, the Honorable Maude 
Pauncefote, Miss Sybil and Miss Au- 
drey, Dr. Jung and Mr. Radford, one 
of the clerks at the embassy. 
OFFICIALS GRIPVED. 

The news of Lord Pauncefote's death 
brought Secretary of State Hay to the 
White House shortly after 9 o'clock, 
and he spent some time with the Pres- 
ident considering what action should 
be taken by this government. Afiter 
the conference it was announced that 
the President would call at the Uritish 
embassy inimediately after the unvetl- 
ing ceremonies, to offer his personal 
condolences and ascertain the wishes of 
Lord Pauncefote's family in regard to 
further plans. The President also 
sent a letter of condolence to Lady 
Pauncefote. 

Immediately after the unvetling cere- 
monies, the flag on the White House 
was placed at half-mast. Mra. L. Z. 
Letter, who was to have givén a re- 
ception in honor of the French lega- 
tion this afterroon, called it off on ac- 
count of Lord Pauncefote's death. 

NATION'S SYMPATHY. 


Secretary Hay, after his conference 
with the President, proceded directly 
to the British embassy, where he made 
a formal call of condolence as the per- 
sonal representative of the l’regident, 
preliminary to the call which the Pres- 
ident himself was to make later in the 
day. Then returning to the State De- 
partment, Secretary Hay dispatched 
the following cablegram: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
Washington, May 24, 1902. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, London: 
Permit me to express ry deep sympa- 
thy and sorrow at the death of Lord 
Pauncefote. His Majesty's government 
has lost an able and a faithful eerv- 
ant, and this country a vaiwwed {riend.

COULD NOT BE POSTPONED. 

He ving dispatched his message of con- 
dolences, the Secretary of State pro- 
ceeded to attend the ceremonies con- 
nected with the dedication of the Ro- 
chambeau statue. At first there seemed 
to be an incongruity tn this, but 1 
appeared that an act of Congress re- 
quired the statue to be unveiled on this 
date, and aithough there was every 
dispasition in official circles and on the 
part of the French embassy to defer 
the ceremonies until another day in 
deference to the memory of the de- 
ceased, yet they felt bound to carry 
forward the programme. : 

STATE FUNERAL 

The office of dean of the Diplomatie 
Corps at Washington now devolves 
upon Dr. Von Holleben, the German 
Ambassador, and upon him will fall the 
duty of directing the diplomatic body's 
action on thvs occasion. The entire 
Diplomatic Corps will attend the fu- 
neral ina body. The late Lord Paunce- 
fote will have a state funeral.

DEATH ROLL SWELLED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PKESS—A.M.) 

FERNIE (8. C.) May 24.—The loss 
of life in the Coal Creek mines on 
Thursday is even greater than Was at 
first reported. It is now estimated 
that from 150 to 175 men met instant 
death. Superintendent R. E. Dren- 
an, Dr. Bonnet and True Weatherby 
were the first to end the mine. When 
about 500 feet into the workings, 
Drennan was overcome by after- 
damp, and had it not been for his 
two companions would have perished. 
On being removed to the open air, he 
recovered, and gave instructions to 
the rescuing party to commence re-. 
pairing the pipes which conducted the 
air through the mines, as they have 

alm completely derfroyed. 
It was im ible to enter, owing to 
the after-damp which prevailed. 

Volunteers were call for, and a 
score of men eprang to the work. 
Every few minutes men would col- 
lapse and were borne to the outer alr, 
but their places were quickly filled 
by fresh volunteers. The first body 
recovered was taken from No. 3 
mines, about 11 o'clock, and was that 
of Willie Robertson, a lad of 13 years. 
Several hours elapsed, and then three 
more bodies were recovered. None of 
the victims gave the slightest signals 

life. 
~ 4 a.m. the relief parties had pene- 
traded so far that the gas became un- 
bearable. and operations had to be sus- 
pended for an hour. 

Many acts of bravery were witnessed 
during the night. 

The mines is free from fire, and the 
bodies will be removed as fast as the 
after damp is cleared. 

The town is horror-stricken, and 
heart-rending scenes meet the eye on 
every side. All day the trains to the 
mine have been crowded with anxious 
friends and relatives of the imprisoned 
men, hurrying to the scene of the dis- 
aster. 

A meeting of the Board of Trade has 
been called to organize a relief fund 
for the sufferers. 

The cause of the accident is un- 
known, but the opinion of many is 
that it was the result of a heavy shot 
from one of the machines. 


ARGENTINE-CHILE PROTOCOL.

Wages, but Little 


Not Enough Skilled Help for Extraordinary 
Industrial Activity—Big Increase in 


in Cost of Living. 


OS ANGELES has just been at- 
tacked by new growing pains—the 
surest signs of health. 
Extraordinary spreading-out has 
evoked a cry for relief. There are not 
enough skilled laborers to build up the 
city ag fast as willing capital is deter- 
mined to do it. Every attribute to the 
greater expansion is at hand—except 
men. Between the force of insistent 
would-be builders and the inadequate 
skilled labor market, the contractors 
are caught in an uncomfortable 
squeeze. They have the plans and ma- 
terial, but must have more artisans. 
Sustained ag has been the bullding 
era for several years, the past few 
months have eclipsed all records, and 
the result is a demand for carpenters 
so largely in excess of the supply that 
it constitutes a most serious problem 
for the capitalists who are dotting the 
whole city with new structures. Sev- 
eral hundred more experienced builders 
could and would be put to work at 
once if they could be found. There are 
scores of unskilled workmen employed 


here is an uncertain quantity. If we 
employ a hundred men, we figure on 
at least half of those as being prac- 
tically worthless. We waste time in 
weeding them out, and we have also 
lost a large percentage of the money 
they have received from us. These are 
some of the things that have to be 
reckoned with when we make _  esti- 
mates, and to avoid loss, our figures 
must be placed higher than they used 
to be, with the result that many peo- 
ple decide to wait until conditions are 

S. Daubenspeck, president of 
Butlders’ Exchange, staid: “There 
is not a good mechanic out of em- 
ployment in the city. However, tiere 
are a great many unsatisfactory men 
at work, who keep drifting around 
from one job to another, and manage 
to keep in the business until they 
have learned the rudiments of the 
trade. While they are learning they 
mean a considerable loss to the con- 
tractor, for it takes several days, per- 
hapa, to find them out. As the labor 
in a building now means over 25 per 
cent. of the total cost, it goes without 
saying that both the contractors and 
the prospective builders are influenced

to any very great extent. as the table 
below will show. The comparisons, it 


must also be considered, are reaily 
made between the dates af the low 
and high extremes of a decade. The 


spring of 1897 saw the_very bottom of 
the decline in values <9 almost all ne- 
ceselties, which began in 1893. During 
the summer of 1897 a reaction c#me 
whith steadily carried values back to 
a point higher than they had reached 
for some years. The present time 
shows about the highest range of 
values, generally speaking, since 1890.

Riverside and Vicinity. 


RIVERSIDE, May 23.—There has 
never been such a demand as at pres- 
ent in HRiverside, San Bernardino and 
vicinity for mechanics. The demand 
exceeds the supply, owing to the tre- 
mendous amount of building that is 
in progress, and many employers, e¢s- 
pecially those who have big building 
contracts, find it difficult to get enough 
good men to do the work. Wages are 
much higher than five years ago. Car- 
penters are paid $3.50 a day; brick- 
layers, $3 to $5.59. and laborers trom 
$1.75 to $2.50 a day. Five years ago 
carpenters were paid $2, bricklayers $4 
and laborers $1.50. 

Owing to light crops in sections of 
the back country, resulting from the 
comparatively light rainfall, the sup- 
ply of farm. laborers will probably meet 
the demand. Farm laborers are paid 
on an average $1.75 a day. Five years 
ago they gut $1.50.

ORD PAUNCEFOTE DEAD. 
The British Ambassador to 


the 


_ United States, Lord Pauncefote, died 


the British embassy in Washington 
an early hour:yesterday morning. 
Death came unexpectedly. Although 
Lord Pauncefote had been ill for some 
time there had been a marked  im- 
provement in his condition for several 
days preceding his demise, and his ul- 
timate recovery was quite confidently 
expected. Even so late as 23 o'clock 
yesterday morning, only about two 
hours and a half before his death, 
a cable \dispatch was sent to relatives 
in London that there was no imme- 
diate danger. 

In the death of Lord Pauncefote, the 
British diplomatic service has suffered 
a serious loss. The deceased was a 


conscientious, courteous and capable 
a.plomat. His relations with our gov- 
ernment, in the responsible position 


which he filled with credit and to the 
satisfaction, both of our own govern- 
ment and his own, were never other- 
wise than cordial. During the war 
between the United States and Spain, 
while maintaining an attitude of dis- 
ereet neutrality, he showed in many 
permissible ways’ the sympathy of his 
government and of himself. personally, 
for our cause, rendering numerous 
services which, while they were within 
the bounds of correct dipiomacy, were 
of value to us in a moral, if not 
strictly in a material, sense. 


Lord Pauncefote was a man of 
strong, well-balanced character of 
usually sound judgment in diplomatic 


affairs, and of more frankness then is 
generally credited to the experienced 
diplomat. He had made MAnY Warm 
personal friends during his official life 
in Washington, and he will be sadly 
missed im social, as weil as in diplo- 
matic, circles at the capital. 

HE STANDING-UP NUISANCE. 

Now that the strike of street-car 
men in San Francisco has been settled, 
it may not be out of place to suggest 
the possibility that not only in San 
Francisco, but in some other cities, 
there may be, ere long, a strike, not of 
street ral'road employés, but of street 
railroad patrons. 

For a number of years, notwith- 
standing the rapid extension of the 
street-car system in Los Angeles, un- 
til it is one of the best-appointed sys- 
tems in the country in proportion to 
population, the difficulty of obtaining 
seats on the cars during the busy hours 
of the day has been continually in- 
creasing, fo that many people. have 
come to consider it a matter of course 
that they should stand up in a car. 
after having paid the fare which en- 
titles them to a seat. Los Angeles is 
by no means the only American city 
which suffers this annoyance. It ts 
more or less common in al] the large 
cities of the United States, and is an 
evidence that the average American 
citizen is a good-natured sort of a fel- 
low-—or, perhaps, that he is too busy 
making money to hage time to kick. 
Sometimes, however,/ the worm will 
turn. In Philadelphia, recently, a con- 
ductor stopped an overcrowded car to 
let on additional passengers. The car 


t 


wes slready loaded to the guards, 
without room on the side bars for an- 
other person to dangle ta. A number 
of citizens who were on the rear plat- 
form grabbed the conductor and the 
bell strap, and forcibly prevented him 


from stopping again. 


Perhaps a few instances of this kind 
might accomplish some good. It might 
also be a good idea for citizens who 
are unable to obtain a seat to test the 
question of the right of the company 
to collect fare—to demand pay for 
services that have not been properly 
performed. Another good idea would 
be for men to absolutely refuse to re- 
linguish their seats in overcrowded 
cars to women. This may seem to be 
a little discourteous and rough on the 
women, but in the end it would inure 
to their benefit, for as long as the 
street railroad companies can induce 
people to be content with standing up, 
it is not likely that they will go to 
the additional expense of providing 
more cars and more employés. § In- 
deed, one street railroad official not 
very long ago had the assurance to 
state that the companies depended for 
their chief profits upon passengers who 
do not obtain seats. 

A man would not dream of being con- 
tent to stand up in a theater, or e 
lecture hall, after he has paid for a 
seat, nor is there any reason why he 
should be content to do so in a street 
car. The companics obtain exceedingly 
valuable privileges, which ere often 
worth millions of dollars, from a mu- 
nicipality, after paying therefor little 
or nothing. They should, as a matter 
of right and reason, be compelled to 
pay a certain percentage of their re- 
ceipts to the city which grants them 
these valuable privileges, but apart 
from that, the least thing/that we can 
demand of them is that they shall fur- 
nish sufficient accommodations to ac- 
commodate their patrons. It is, of 
course, not always possible to avoid 
the occasional overcrowding of a car 
when there is an unexpected rush, on 
some special occasion, an4é passengers 
are unwilling to wait, but in most cases 
the companies are well able to judge, 
from experience, when there is likely to 
be an extra rush of traffic, and they 
should be ready to provide therefor. It 
ts simply a question of shading their 
profits a little. 

In all future franchises that are 
granted for street railroads provision 
shouli be made in regard to the ac- 
commodations that are to be fur- 
nished passengers. The average citi- 


Ngen of Los Angeles, who has to take 


a street car between his home and 
the office, where he puts in a day of 
arduous labor, feeis exceedingly sore 
on this question of street-car accom- 
modation. In fact. a series of inter- 
views with a dozen representative 
citizens, picked up at random, would 
not look well in print, and could not 
be published in a chaste family journal 
like The Times without an active use 
of the blue pencil. The street-car 
companies would do well to give some 
heed to this general sentiment on part 
of the public, as public opinion will 
tell, sooner or later, even in the case 
of corporations that are fortified be- 
hind liberal franchises. 


Under date of May 2, a special 
dispatch to the New York World, from 
Havana, contained a review by Gen. 
Leonard Wood, over his own signa- 
ture, of the principal work which was 
accomplished in the island of Cuba 
during the American occupation. This 
work amounts, in point of fact, to the 
virtual regeneration of the § island. 
Where we found chaos, we brought 
forth order. At the termination of 
the American occupation, public order 
was perfect throughout the island, 
and life and property were as secure 
as in any well-governed country in the 
world. Where we found disease and 
pestilence, we left as clean a bill of 
health as can be found in any land. 
“Cuba is free from all contagious dis- 
eases,” says Gen. Wood, “and ,its 
death rate compares favorably with 
that of the United States.” Thig is 
in iteelf a notable achievement, and 
one of the most remarkable triumphs 
of sanitary science in the world’s his- 
tory. Bome portions of (uba were 
formerly among the worst plague 
spots on the globe. The transforma- 
tion of these pest holes into healthful 
residence sections is a demonstration 
of the immense utility and value of 
modern sanitary methods. The sani- 
tary work done in Cuba has been, and 
will be, of immense value to the world 
a* large, in advancing the cause of 
sanitary science and enhancing’ the 
comfort, the health, and the happi- 
ness of the human race. 

Another work in which the United 
States may feel a just pride is the 
regeneration of the educational sys- 
tem in Cuba. An efficdent and well- 
equipped school system exists in 
Cuba today. Before the American 
régime the school system was one of 
the worst to be found In any civilized 
country, and the percentage of illiter- 
acy was something deplorable. Dur- 
ing the past year no less than 25 per 
cent. of the entire insular revenues 
was expended 
For a year past schoolhouses have 
been constructed at an average rate 
o* more than one per day: If the edu- 
cational work s0 auspiciously in- 
augurated by the Americans be kept 
up, it will not be long before the 
stigma of illiteracy will be removed. 
This will mean genuine progress; for 
one of the greatest obstacies in the 
way of successful self-government is 
ignorance, and one of its strongest 
a'ds is the general diffusion of know!- 
edge. 

The hospitals, charities and falls 
have been reorganized, rebuilt, and 
newly equipped; lighthouseg have been 
rebuilt and equipped; two first-class 
lightships have been completed; the 
ports and harbors have been ade- 
quately provided with buoys and 
launches for patrol duty; a fleet of 
revenue cutters has been bullt, and 
the service has been fully organized 
and equipped, eas have the custom- 
house service and launches. Cen. 
Wood points out, further, that “com- 
plete {uarantine and immigration 
service hag been established, the

The history. of the world offers no 
parallel to the work accomplished 
with such splendid success in Cuba 
by the government of the United 
States. It is but just to add that this 
success is due in no smal) degree to 
the genius for organization, the great 
executive ability, the eplendid sincerity 
and the contagious enthusiasm of Gen. 
Leonard Wood, whose work at San- 
tiago, and later as Military Governor 
of the island, was performed with 
entire consecration to duty, and in a 
manner to win the confidence, the re- 
spect, and the gratitude of the 
Cubans, as wel] as the admiration of 
his countrymen. 

Cuba was fortunate, indeed, in hav- 
ing the friendship and help of this 


great republic—which President Palma 
has gratefully named “the mother of 
republics’—in her time of extreme 
need. The work which we have done 
ir Cuba will be repeated in the Phil- 
ippines, and has, indeed, been car- 
ried on there to the fullest extent per- 
missible, or possible, 
ernditions. The time for offering in- 
dependence to the Filipinos has not 
yet arrived. It may not arrive for 
many years, if at all. And the 
chances are that when we shall have 
brought about conditions in the Philip- 
Pines similar to those in Cuba, the 
Filipinos will prefer to remain under 
the protecting folds of the Stars and 
Stripes, rather than to enter upon the 
dangerous and uncertain experiment 
of independent nationality. It is by 
no means certain that Cuba will not 
be knocking for admission to the 
Union before the Filipinos become as 
well qualified for self-government as 
ere the Cubans at present.

At all events, there 

was a leakage of brains from the Ens- 

lish public service when Clinton Daw- 

kins, C.B., left the service of his own 

country and went over into the other 

camp, so to speak. 

But I am tcid that Mr. Clinton Daw- 
kins was also the chairman of Commit- 
tee on War Office Organization after 
he became a partner in Messrs. J. 8, 
Morgan & Co., so that, in addition to

When a “brainy” man comes along 
in the colonies or the United States, he 
“catches on” at once. Apparently over 
here you let your “brainy” men go 
without ettempting to keep them, be- 
cause you don't pay the cash value of 
what‘brains are worth. 

The old country has spent about 
£ 44,000,000 on horses and mules in the 
present war. The Inspector-General of 
Remounts received £1200 a year. There 
seems to have been considerable leak- 
age of brains here. A competent man 
would have been cheap at £12,000 a 
year. The British navy, which costs 
the British taxpayers over £39,000,000 a 
year, is disposed of and ruled, se far 
as the fighting is concerned, by the 
the First Sea Lord of the Admiralty. 
You pay him £1800 a year, and a hese 
and his haif pay as admiral. This is 
not adequate remunertion for the man 
upon whose shoulders rests the respon- 
sibility for the disposition and the con- 
dition of the fleets of the empire. 

The natural consequence of paying 4 
man this price is that the First Sea 
Lord is publicly charged and convicted 
of spending his time on such items as 
buttons, socks, midshipmen’s treacle, 
white trousers, and when to wear them. 
There is leakage of brains here, accord- 
ing to the colonial idea, which seems 
to have struck those who point out 
what is undoubtedly true, that the 
British navy is not run on business 
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ing of the factory and the installa-

WORSE THAN UNCLE 8AM. 

An inventory of property was made, 
which was not at all satisfactory to 
the stockhoidera. The whole plant, 
which represented an investment of 
more than $200,000, seemed to be 
worth not more than 830,000 at the 
outside. Among the aseets were a 
number of machines, which, it ts sald, 
were not at all suited to the demands 
of the trade, and which were reck- 
oned as a dead loss. In addition to 
this a large debt had been contracted, 
and things seemed to be tn a bad way. 

“We have put more than $209,000 Into 
this enterprise,’ the stockholders sa.d. 
“and careful investigation discloses 
the existence of property worth less 
than $30,000. Where is the rest of the 
money? Who got it?” ° 

Echo ansver not. 

There are persons who say they 
think they know where the money 
went, but they don't like to say. 

When it Was seen that the company 
could not operate and make money 
under the original arrancement, the 
stockholders set about saving what 
was left. Overtures were made to mén 
who thought they saw an opportunity 
for making the plant pay, but they 
would purchase only at the bare val- 
vation of the property, about $30,000. 

They offered to buy stock in the 
company at $10 per share, $390 less 
than the lowest price at which it was 
sold by Hardison, and $110 lees than 
the highest ficure which te sald to 
have been paid by some buyers.

SENSATIONS DEVELOP IN LITTLE 
ROBBERY CASE. 
Two Jewish Character Witnesses Get 
into Fisty Brawl—Rogers Passes the 
Lie to Shinn—Junk Dealer Fisher Has 


Little jerkwater cases often end in 
big sensations. Sometimes they as- 
sume the dignity of international 
brawls. That is the way the prose- 
cution of Berto Linares of Los Nietas 
ended up yesterday, after three days 
of trial tn the criminal department of 
the Superior Court, for robbery.

UMBERING OF FOUR 
LONG COUNTRY ROADS. 


HIGHWAYS RADIATING FROM LOS 
ANGELES TO COUNTY LINES. 


Recommendation of Highway Commis- 
sion to Be Made to Supervisors To- 
morrow—Public Improvément Associa- 
tion to Be Formed for Good Roads. 


Important business was transacted 
yesterday at the meeting of the High- 
way Commission at its headquarters 
in the Courthouse. Over twenty-five 
of the thirty-two members were pres- 
ent. President Charlies Cassatt Davis 
and W. H. Knight were in their places. 
During the afternoon session Super- 
visors Alexander, Hanley and Long- 
den were present, and they expressed 
themselves as well pieased with the 
work thus far accomplished by the 
commission, 

Immediate steps will be taken to 
block out four roads that run to the 
county lines in ur directions—all to 
radiate from Los Angeles as follows: 
One to the county line toward Santa 
Ana, one to the county line througns 
Pomona, one to the Kern county i‘ne 
through San Fernando, and one to the 
ocean. The route to the ocean has 
not yet been decided upon. It is re- 
posed to block out these roads in sec- 
tlong of 525 feet, and by securing the 
attention of property owners living on 
these roads to induce them to take 
the full initiative in placing sign pcsts 
showing miles and fractions of mi'es 
from Los Angeles, so that the exact 
locations of residents in these rections 
can be as readily determined in the 
—e< by numbers as if they lived in a 
c ty. 

On Monday, by request, the commis- 
sion will apvear before the is- 
a an appropriation for this 
work. 

A map was exhibited at the meeting 
yesterday, on a scale of four miles 
to the inch, showing all the roads 
in the county as they now exist, in- 
cluding roads that have been deeded 
to the county and those that are now 
traveled although not publicly owned. 
In this way is it ascertained just what 
thoroughfares belong™~to the public, 
with a view that all others be deeded 
to the county as soon as possible. Su- 
pervisor Longden stated that reveral 
hundred roads had thus been e¢iven to 


the county within the last few months. 


It has been the fixed policy cof the 
Board of Supervisors that roads »ot 
publicly owned should not receive 
any public improvements until the 
county held the deeds for them, and 
in many instances have neighbors 
worked upon stubborn friends until 
desirable roads have been given to 
the county and then improved. 

The hope is that by putting four 
main roads into tip-top shape under 
the block system the laterals to these 
roads will recognize the merits of the 
change and clamor for it until they get 


‘the same. 


“Let's get some backbone,” 
said Supervisor Hanley yesterday, 
— the ribs will take care of them- 
selves.” 


Although the Highway Commission 
was organized simply for the purpose 
of aligning, naming and blocking tht 
principal roads radiating from Los An- 
geles to the borders of the county. it 
is now proposed to go further. The 
Executive Committee has been auth®r- 
ized to organize a general public tm- 
provement association. with conatitu- 
tien and bylaws, which are to be sent 
to each of the thirty-twq members of 
the commission, th tnstructions that 
they organize branches in their dif- 
ferent localities with a view to edu- 
cating the people in road matters and 
improving road conditiong over the 
county. 

In this way the fond hope is that Los 
Angeles county may become an ex- 
ample and incentive for the good work 
elsewhere fn this section of the State.

SCRAMBLE FOR CORPUS OF PRES- 
BYTERIAN CONVENTION. 


Dense Ignorance Shown by the Cleve- 
landers Who are Trying to Convince 
Delegates That Los Angeles is Too 
Hot at This Time of Year.

That rabid assertion of the Cleve- 
landers is the one that has stirred the 
ire of the Los Angeles delegation, and 
shows the dense ignorance of the in- 
experienced easterners.

HISTORIC CANNON. 


Relics of the Civil War and Guns 

Captured During the Spanish War 

Sold at Auction. 

[Pittsburgh Dijspatch:] Historical 
cannon were on sale at the old Alle- 


gheny arsenal Saturday. Twenty-two 
sealed proposals were received for con- 


demned ordnance and ordnance 
and equipments. The cannon were 
bid for at prices ranging from 
$18 to 22 The iat- 
ter bid was made by “Francis 
Benham of New York. The cannon 
number forty-six. Among them are 


several bearing date@ prior to 1840 and 
used in the Mexican War. Others bore 
dates ranging on to 1861, and having 
seen service in the Civil War, These 
will be shipped to New York and from 
there some will find their way to other 
lands and possibly serve warlike 
purpose egain. 

It has often been a question with 
many people what becomes of the 
many arms of war that have found 
their way into the possession of the 
government during the past few years, 
notably since the opening of the Span- 
ish War. Few know sat many are 
sold to private concerns, which in turn 
sell them in all parts of the world and 
to almost every country under the sun. 
Some have been sold to the tribes in 
various parts of Africa and are now 
being used by savages as a civilized 
means of subduing each other. Rifles 
in their possession have undergone a 
transformation and from the old 
Springfield type have been reduced to 
the flintlock pattern, in which the 
flash-pan does away with the cart- 
ridge. The obvious reason is that the 
natives tn interior Africa do not have 
modern stores where they can buy 
cartridges and so have to rely on a 
powder supply, as in the olden days. 

Other weapons of a more modern 
type, such as the Mausers captured 
during and at the close of the Spanish 
War, are eagerly sought by the agents 
of other nations, who hope to purchase 
a slightly-used article at a bargain 
price. A year ago the Sultan of Tur- 
key wished to buy 10,000 Mausers from 
an American firm, the guns havine 
been captured from the Spanish troops 
in Cuba, but the wily Turk couldn't 
agree with the Yankee that the money 
should be on hand, and the deal ac- 
gordingly fell through. 

Many of the guns, espectally the 
smaller cannon, find their way to the 
lawns of country places, not for the 
purpose of scaring away burglars, but 
to give the grounds an attractive ap- 
pearance. 

James R. Melton bought two of them 
the other day in New York, and they 
will stand on the grounds of his coun- 
try place at Florence. Neariy all the 
smaller arms from the arsenal supply 
were sold in Pittsburgh. One down- 
town firm alone sold over 6000 pleces, 
which will furnish thetr share of or- 
nament nmany homes.

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SENATOR HANNA'S 
REMINISCENCES. 


CAME to Washington a few days 
J: advance of the inauguration in

have the specific and concrete interests 
of the people as individuals in mind 
when he undertook to solve the great 
questions of public welfare. 

In those days his social life was «a 
happy one because his dear wife 
caught the inspiration of the work in 
hand, and tn the new environment her 
owm life had been brightened. She 
was personally interested in those 
things which have made the White 
House is a bright reflection of ideal 
American home life.

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time wae constantiy engrossed with 
work. He never seemed to quite throw 
off the serious purpose that had been 
interwoven in ali the acts of his publie 
career. Immediately after his retura 
to Washington he began the prepara- 
tion of outlining in written data and 
notes the fixed ideas expressing his 
own line of policy which was deetined 
to be of #0 wreat benefit to his coun- 
try, and to humanity as well. When 
Congress reassembled in December, ; 
1897, he had fully made his forecast, 
and was prepared to meet In a master- 
ful way the questions of the hour. 

The country knows only too well how 
quickly he grasped the eerious eitua- 
tion that came up later in the island 
} Cuba, and led to the outbreak of the 
Spanish War. It was during these try- 
ing days that I saw Maj. McKinley 
in a new light. Aa difficulties multi- 
plied and responsibilities tncreased, he 
eeemed to grow even more masterful 
and self-reliant. As close as we had 
been a personal friends, each day 
seemed to unfold some hitherto unob- 
served strength of character and no- 
bility of purpore. 

Under these conditions, I was forcibly 
reminded of the criticiems that had 
been made at an earlier time, when 
bis candidacy for the Presidency was 
discussed. It was claimed that Me- 
Kinley was a man of a single idea; 
that he was an expert on tariff matters 
only, and that his claims to states- 
manship were confined to his e@vocacy 
of the policies and princtpies of pro- 
tection. Later developments 
this to be far from ths truth. 
There was not a detail or a situa- 
tion in any branch of the government 
with which he came Into contact that 
he did not fully fathom and master. 
The intricate and unprecedented ques- 
tions growing out of the wer situa- 
tion he met tin much the same way 
that he did as a young lawyer in solv- 
ing the infricacies of the case before 
him. While he hed a loyal and em- 
clent cabinet. he always led in the 
newer propositions presentéd. His 
judement never faltered, nor did he 
fail to awaken enthusiastic support in 
all with whom he came, inte contact. 
In fact, his influence with men grew 
so strong that the whole Congress of 
the United States was ready te fol- 
low his leadership in all matters per- 
taining to the conduct of the war, 
having perfect faith in his —

tried and true, and his ity 
had time and again wi the cru-, 
cial test. 

One of the remarkable things con- 


cerning his whole administration was 
this persone] confidence and esteem 
which he univereally inspired and 
well earned from every men of both 
politica] parties In the Congress of the 
United States. In all the upheavals 
brought about by the conditions and 
new questions gcrowtng out of the war, 
the problern of insular possessions 

our relations with Cuba, the influence 
of his personality never changed or re- 
laxed while his life lasted, and in the 
closing days of his public career was 
reached the climax of a pure and no- 


ble life. 

During the hot, sultry days of Aug- 
ust in 1898, William McKinley con- 
tinued unceasingly his long hours of 
labor at the White House. Night after 
night found him at work if there were 
pressing matters at hand, end usually 
there were problems of the gravest 
importance demanding his attention 
as Commander-in-Chief. Often 1 would 
go over to the White House and sit 
with him on the south perch when he 
had finished his wenk, with various 
members of Congress or Cabinet mem- 
bers, and in the long summer evenings 
we would enjoy those iittic friendly 
gatherings far past midnight. He 
seemed to consider these brief hours 
of recreation as weil ~vorth the arduous 
labors of the iong day. During these 
meetings he had littie to say of the 
serious and sad thines of life, but was 
always an optimist and his enthusiasm 
was infectious. He was particularly 
fond of telling and listening to stories 
and cracking jokes, always in that 
good-humored and gentiec way which 
never possessed the rapier touch of 
satire or temper. 

Pethaps the greatest strain upon 
William McKinley during his whole 
life was the few months prior to the 
declaration of war. The suspense of 
the situation in getting at all t 
facts wore upon him, and his pation 
under distressing circumstances al- 
ways appeared to me saintly. But 
when war was finally declared, and the 
inevitable came upon us, his whole 
manner changed. Everything 
was cast aside to do with aii his might 
what had to be done 'n pushing the 
war. He °**'ed cown in that 
serious and detemnined way 

emphasized his mastery of 
problems before him, How 
often I! have weriched 
those thoughtful moods 
remain silent for some time and 
seeming to commune with himself— 
“think it out,” es he would jokingly 
remark. And when he had settled the 
matter fully In his own mind, his old 
natural manner woudd come back with 
a rebound and he was again the same 
smiling, eweet and gentle companion. 

His unvarying habit was, when ad- 
vising with any one in matters of 
state or serious import, to first find 


out what the other fellow thought. 
On this situation he always seem to 
bulla his premises, and he had «a 


faculty of getting it out of you some- 
how or other; sometimes he would ap- 
prove and sometimes he would say 
nothing, but he was always an earnest 
er after the truth aad the facta, 
seeming te entirely obilterate his per- 
somal prejudices in bis eagerness to 
arrive at a just and equitable concalu- 
sion. I have often observed how 
never withheld his sym y in any 
case, no matter how smal! or inconge- 
quential it might be. There was a 
particularly interesting inci@ent in his 
to appoint an old school 
friend to a small postoffice tn one of 
the Western Stetes. The lady was a 
widow, and needed the tncome toward 
the support of herself and family, but 
the Congressman had previously rec- 
ommended for the position a man who 
had been of some service to him in 
his Congressional campaign. For «a 
time there was an indication of feel- 
ing growing out of the matter, and it 
appeared like a curious commentary 
upon the power of the President of the 
United States, when he was unable to 
control the appointiment to a fourth- 


class postofice, under the tnexorable 
unwritten law of precedent. But the 
Situation was soon solved when the 
Congressman held a conference with 
William McKinley. The President 
had made an effective plea with the 


irritated and annoyed member, who 
had resented interference with his ab- 


solute prerogative when fanned tnto 
temper by outsiders; but the Presi- 
dent won his point for the old school 


friend, and none were more chéerful

Shows Sensational Society. 

Jeanette L. Gilder says: The play 
“Hearts Aflame,”’ which is at the Gar- 
rick Theater, New York, for a week, 
might, without any stretch of the im- 
agination, be described as a sensational 
drama. It is the work of Mrs. Robert 
Haines, whose husband was Mrs. 
Fiske's leading man during the early 
part of the season. 

Mrs. Haines obtained the most of the 
material for her play from a story that 
appeared in the Smart Set. It was in- 
tended at first for Miss Amelia Bing- 
ham and her company, and, I believe, 
was virtually accepted by Miss Bing- 
ham. Miss Bingham is a great be- 
lever in incidents and functions, bas- 

her belief on the number of these 
in “The Climbers,” the play that made 
her and her company famous when it 
first produced at the Bijou Theater. 
A play without incidents and functions 
would, I imagine, scarcely appeal to 
Miss Bingham at all. Mrs. Haines, 
appreciating this fact, filled her play 
with both. 

It is said that it was over one of the 
functions that she and Miss Bingham 
came togrief. Mrs. Haines introduced, 
at the suggestion of Miss Bingham, a

There is little that is disgraceful and 
vapid in New York fast life that Mrs. 
Haines has not introduced into her 
play. There are a drunken husband, 
a roué lover, a ballet dancing mistress, 
social functions of questionable taste, 
and scenes from darkest Hohemia. 
One of the great climaxes of the play 
is when the drunken husband slaps 
his wife in the face, not a stage slap, 
but a round, ringing blow that made 
the first night audience shiver and ex- 
claim “Oh!” in one breath. 

The same sort of realism that Is de- 
picted in “Hearts Aflame” is to be 
found in that odious play, “The Mar- 
riage Game." There are audiences 
that like such strong meat, as there 
are palates that enjoy game after de- 
composition has set in. Mra. Haines 
has shown a certain cleverness in the 
handling of her material, and it is 
quite likely that she will write a bet- 
ter play next time, this being her first 
effort as a playwright. But it seems 
to me a pity that a first effort should 
be so decidedly in the wrong direction. 
I have no doubt that if “Hearts 
Afiame” could stay at the Garrick for 
longer than a week it would play to 
good business, but its time is limited to 
just seven performances, and then it 
must go on the road. It is likely to 
make money (though it needs a good 
Geal of pruning and workin into 
shape.) for it is sensational, and, with 
its false air of society, will be found 
attractive to those to whom the best 
society is a sealed book.

A 
young gentleman pays court to the re 
fined daughter of a neighboring 
planter. There has been a feud between 
the families, but this bethothal is ex- 
pected to end it. The wooer asks the 
maiden’s father for her hand, and is 
told that he will receive his answer at 
a forthcoming social gathering.

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NEWGATE PRISON. 


THE HISTORIC STRGCTURE CON. 
DEMNED 10 DESTRUCTION. 


Correspondence of The Times) 


LONDON, May 1.—Grim, forbidding 
old Newgate Prison, which in the 
course of its century and a half of ex- 
istence has housed so many men and 
women condemned to destruction. has 
been condemned to destruction itself 
sO many times, and still remained un- 
disturbed in all its ugliness and dingi- 
ness that it would not be surprising 
if any further announcement of the 
historic prison’s impending doom were 
received with polite incredulity, ¢im- 
llar to that which greeted the young 
man's cry of “Wolf!” 

However, such an announcement 
must be made, for it has now been de- 
cided definitely that the long-deferred 
destruction and rebuilding of the fa- 
mous jail shall begin on the 24th day 
of this month. . Already the wardens 
are béginning to move, temporary cells 
are being buik in the “Old Bailey”’— 
the scarcely iese famous courthouse 
which adjoins Newgate—where the 

risoners now awaiting trial can be 

ept, and on the day mentioned the 
soot-blackened jailhouse where Jona- 
than Wild, Jack Sheppard, Mra. 
Brownrigg and many other criminals 
almost as famous, were confined and 
executed, will be attacked by an army 
of workmen, the great blocks of gran- 
ite of which it is built will be loosened, 
one by one, and so one of the most in- 
teresting remains of old London will 
pass away. 

The “Old Bailey” also is to be torn 
Gown not long after Newgate's fall, 
and upon the whole site thus obtained 
new court buildings o1 a modern type 
will rise. It is expected that they will 
be finished in about four years. 

Newgate's history is packed unusu- 
ally full of horrors, even for a prison 
which did duty in such cold-blooded 
times as the early part of the eight- 
eenth century in England. Then an 
execution was regarded as a sort of 
diversion—only that there was no good 
humor about it. When a hanging was 
due at Newgate-—they were held in the 
open, just outside the walls—crowds 
used to camp out al! night on the steps 
of the thildines round about, just as 
people wait now at the “pit” entrance 
to the London theaters, in order to get 
a front seat. Gin was sold, even on 
the steps of the ecaffold, and it was no 
uncommon thing, when a criminal who 
had committed some particularly out- 
raceous offense was led out, for the 


of jurors and witnesess cavght various 
diseases at the “Old Bailey,” and died 
from them. It was this danger of in- 
fection that led to branches of fragrant 
shrubbery being placed in front of the 
prisoners’ dock. When Mrs. Manning, 
a murderess, was tried, she tore these 
branches out and flung them at the be- 
wigged heads of “learned counsel,” 
much t6 the edification of the folk in 
the gallery. 

Many a writer of fame has laid some 
of his best ecenes in Newgate. The 
prison figures in Dickens's works, in 
those of Harrison Ainsworth, and in 
the “Ingoldsby Legends.” It was just 
the sort of a place to attract the au- 
thor of “David Copperfield,” for liter- 
ary pu and he “used” it again 
and again. He described the great fire 
at Newgate in “Barnaby Rudge; he 
laid the scene of the trial in “Two 
Cities” in the “Old Balley;” Fagan was 
hanged at Newgate, Wemmick and Pip, 
the convicts of “Great Expectations,” 
were imprisoned there, and the jail 
is described in “Sketches 


NOVEL ART PROTEGE. 


Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney Has «a

[New York World:] A little ItaHan 
bootblack is the attraction at after- 
noon teas given in the etudio of Mrs.

The bootbiack 1s “Tony,” 
and he is posing as a model for Mrs.

He is a 
bright little chap, very observant, ana 
he is able to make a faithful report of 
what is done In the studio while he !s 
there—of Mrs. Whitney's manner of 
working, of the studies she is making 
of him and the other efforts of her 
brush.

One of these was Mrs. Brownrigg. 
She was notorious for her brutality to 
her girl apprentices, but finally eclipsed 
even her own record by stripping one 
young girl to her waist, fastening her 
hands to a ring in the ceiling, and flog- 

ng her so mercilessiy that she died 

m the effects. While Mrs. Brown- 
Figg. who was captured while trying to 
get out of the country, was being taken 
to Tyburn, she was pounced upon by 
@ mob of women who came within an 
ace of cheating the hangman of her. 

The scenes around the Newgate gal- 
lows grew more violent as time went 
on. In 1807, 80,000 people gathered to 
see the execution of two men, and in 
the crush twerity-eight were killed and 
geventy injured. After the hangings 
were over the executioner used to sell 
the rope which he had used at a shill- 
ing or more the inch. 

Jack Sheppard was confined at New- 
gate after his first capture, but soon 
escaped. He was recaptured, loaded 
with chains and made fast to a stapie 
in the floor. Even then he got free, 
forced six doors, burrowed through a 
wall, and then went back to his cel) to 
get a#@blanket, by means of which he 
let himself down from the roof to the 
street. They captured him again, 
however, and he was hanged at Tyburn 
while over 200,000 jeering people locked 
on. In Newgate, Mary Edmonson also 
was jailed. She was hanged for the 
murder of her aunt, but many sus- 
pected that she was letting herself be 
destroyed in place of her lover, who 
was supposed to have done the deed. 
He was present at the execution, and 
kissed the girl on the gallows. After- 
ward he confessed that he had killed 
the woman, but was reprieved, as the 
authorities were afraid to let it be 
known that they had taken the life of 
an innocent person. 

At this young woman's execution, as 
well as at those of Fauntleroy, the 
banker, and Greenacre, who murdered 
his sweetheart, surgin@ crowds gath- 
ered and acted like demons. Finally 
these outbreaks got to be so serious 
that the public hangings were given up. 
and since then they have been held 
inside Newgate, a black flag being 
hoisted on the roof at the moment 
when the drop falls. This is the cus- 
tom still, and on execution days small 
crowds collect, wait until the flag goes 
up, and then disperse. As for Tyburn, 
not only have all traces of the old ex- 
ecution ground been swept away, but 
its site is now one of the most fach- 
fonable parts of aristocratic Hyde 
Park. Every one of the handsome 
carriages passing the marble arch anda 
entering the long drive rolls close to 
the spot where once stood the busy 
gallows. 

At newgate they tell of the old 
“Press Yard,” where prisoners were 
tortured to make them confess their 
guilt, by having piled upon them, in 
the pleasant words of the prison rule, 
“so much iron and stone as they can 
bear—and more,” an operation that was 
rarely unsuccessful with the wretch 
thus “pressed”’ to reveal his misdeeds.

AMILY MONOPOLIES 
IN MANUFACTURES. 


SECRET PROCESSES HANDED DOWN 
FROM FATHER TO SON. 


Some of These Valuable Secrets Have 
Perished With Their Discoverers— 


Imitation Rubies by Fusion—English 
Bank Note Paper. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] There is only 
one genuine brand of Eau de Cologne 
in the whole wide world, and its com- 
position is a family secret, and has 
been so for nearly two hundred years 
past. 

It was in 1704 or thereabouts, that 
the manufacture of the famous per- 
fume was firet established by one Gio- 
vann! Maria Farina, in the city whence 
it takes its name. There are now 
in Cologne and its immediate neigh- 
borhood some fifty factories for its 
preparation, over forty of them being 
in the hands of persons bearing the 
name of Farina. The others are con- 
ducted by kinsmen and kinswomen, 
mostly relations by marriage. It has 

nm estimated that, from first to last, 
the monopoly has brought into the 
coffers of the clan the enormous sur 
of £150,000,000, and probably this es- 
timate js under, rather than over. the 
mark. . 

The brilliant crimson cloth of which 
the cardinals’ robes at the Vatican con- 
sist Is, strange to say, “made in Ger- 
many,” and its manufacture const!- 
tutes yet another exceedingly profita- 
ble family secret. For centurties past 
an old firm of cloth merchants at 
Burtscheid, near Aix-la-Chapelle, have 
the papal court. 

@ special process, which 
secret of the head of the ia ie 
the time being, the red “cardinal 
cloth,” as it ts called, is always dyed 
in exactly the same shade. The family 
in question, though Living in a district 
where nearly all the inhabitants are 
Roman Catholics, are Protestants. 
They are, nevertheless. exceedingly 
popular; a fact which may perhaps be 
in part accounted for by the freedom 
with which they support with their 
wealth—largely gained from their mo- 
nopoly—the various local charities. 
IMITATION RUBIES. 

Between two and three years ago 
there appeared on the market what is 
now known to the trade as a “recon- 
structed” ruby. It is not an imitation 
gem. It has all the chemical and phye- 
ical properties of the real thing. It is 
as hard. It possesses the same specific 


gtavity, and js as genuinely beautiful | 


in color. Even the cleverest of experts 
will admit, if he be pressed, that he 
distinguishes it rather by the absence 


} Of flaws, than by the presence of de- 


fects. A reconstructed ruby Is apt to 
be too perfect. 

Of course, as soon as these stones be- 
gan to be sold, people in the jewelry 
trade began also to try to find out 
where they came from. They discov- 
ered that @ Frenchman had learned 
how to fuse small rubies, or fragments 
of rubies, in an electric furnace, and 
mold the resultant product into one 
perfect whole. ‘ 

In time the purchasing public got t 
know thie also, and the price of the 
quas!i-artificial gems dropped by de- 
grees from £20 a carat to about 
£6. Nevertheless, even at this reduced 
price, the “manufacturer.” and his 
wife and son are rapidly accumulating 
a huge fortune; and their “pile” will 
continue to crow, doubtiess, etther 
the public tires of his stones or some- 
one gets hold of the family gecret 
MARASCHINO ISN'T AS IT SHOULD 

BE NOW. 

Chartreuse is a secret preparation, 
although it cannot be strictly called 
a family monopoly, the recipe being 
handed down from abbot to abbot of 
the monastery of La Grande Char- 
treuse, by whose founder, a mendicant 
friar named Bruno, it was originally 
compounded. The famous liqueur was 
at the beginning, however, a compara- 
tively simple cordial, distilled from a 
few well-known roots and herbs. Now, 
no fewer than 137 ingredients are said 
to enter into its composition. 

Maraschino, which is primarily dis- 
tilled from the marasco, or wild cherry, 
is a monopoly of the Nanis, a wealthy 
Dalmatian family, whose headquarters 
are at Zaga. It was first manufactured 
by a peasant ancestor of theirs, over 
two and a half centuries ago, who left 
the secret of its preparation to his 
three sons, naming to each certain es- 
sential ingredients, so that one could 
not succeed in properly perfecting the 
cordial] without the codperation of the 
other two. 

This seems on the face of it rather a 
shrewd scheme on the part of the old 
fellow; but, in effect, he overreached 
himself, for one of the sons turned 
brigand and was shot, carrying his 
ahare of the secret with him to the 
grave. It follows, therefore, that the 
maraschino we imbibe today is a sort 
of semi-bastard concoction, containing 
only two-thirds of the essential ingre- 
dients as propounded by its original 
inventor.

ueen of Navarre, daughter of Cathe- 
oa de Medici, who invented the lace 
which !s calied after her, “Reine Mar.

Her daughter, to 
whom, in her turn, the secret was 
bequeathed, warned perhaps by her 
mother’s fate, wedded a master weaver 
of Alencon, and from her descendants 
is obtainable today the only true and 
genuine “Reine Margot” lace. It is 
rarely, however, that any of it is seen 
upon the market, it being reserved al- 
most exciusively for Royal trousseaux. 

The costly stuff Is made in small 
segments hv twelve different workers; 
this, of course, that the pattern may 
not be given away to unscrupulous 
imitators. Also, since dry air breaks 
tae fairy-like threads, the spinners 
work in damp cellars, and they are 
said to invariably lose their sight~ 
supposir they persist in thelr danger- 
ous occupation—by the age of thirty. 
On this account, no less than because 
of the close family monopoly, the 
finished product is exceedingly ex- 
pensive, ranging from £7200 to £2000 
a pound.

MULES. 
Their Total Lack of Imagination is 


What Insures Safety to Their Riders 


in Dangerous Places. 

{New Orleans Times-Democrat:] 
Mules are utterly without any sort of 
imagination,” said an old veterinary 
surgeon, “and this fact alone has 
placed humanity under an immense 
obligation to this creature. Many ac- 
cidentsa have been prevented, many 
lives have been saved because of the 
fact that the mule dees not know this 
extraordinary thing we call imagina- 
tion. The imaginative faculty is not 
unknown in certain lower orders of 
life. Dogs frequently show evidences 
of imagination. They hear imaginary 
sounds because of some peculiar as- 
sociation. Dogs have been known to 
bristle up at shgdows, or at certain 
natural formati@én which suggested 
the idea of immediate attack. Every 
owner of a dog is familiar with the 
dog's dreaming habit. Horses, too, 
imagine things and dream a great deal. 
They have that more delicate and 
more sensitive temperament which de- 
velops the imagination, and the faculty 
for dreaming. But the mule never im- 
agines anything. He never dreams. 
He believes simply in what he can see, 
feel, smell, hear and taste. When the 
possibility of these senses are ¢x- 
hausted he is at the end of his row, so 
far as his mind goes. He rarely shows 
nervousness, a even at trying mo- 
ments, at critical times, he simply 
deals with the situation with etoical 
indifference, making no effort to go 
beyond the range of the five senses. 
This fact has made him a safe mem- 
ber. For instance, men who are in 
the habit of riding through dangerous 
parts of the country through moun- 
tainous regions where there is almost 
constant danger of falling over a prec!i- 
pice, would rather be astride a species 
of the mule tribe.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Moonlight 
garden parties are to be the next in- 
teresting social feature; Mre. Roose- 
velt is to give such an entertainment 
at an early date. Naturally all the 
other society leaders are planning sim- 
lar festivities, and every host and hos- 
tess is to present some novelty, 
no matter how costly it may be. Oh, 
that matter of money—whither are we 
drifting, in this respect? The extrava- 
gance in society is something appalling.

AUTHORS ABROAD. 


M. MONTEPIN’S SHREWD AND 
PROFITABLE PROPHECY. 


[Stall Correspondence of The Times.) 


is no money in literature except for 
writers of the first rank? M. Xavier 
Montepin, whose death has just been 
reported, never pretended that he was 
any great genius, but he took pride, 
as he once told an interviewer, in 
being the first to grasp the fact that 
the novel of the future must be “the 
sort of novel that the grisette would 
spread out on the workshop table and 
read while she was eating her penny- 
worth of fried potatoes.” The fruit 
of that discovery was nearly a million 
dollars received for a hundred long 
novels published serially in French 
newspapers. He wrote fifty plays, 
too, and must have turned the wheeis 
of his fancy at a steady speed that 
would have excited the admiration of 
Anthony Troilope or Miss Braddon. 


Montepin's record for the output of 
plays is beaten by Theador/Fiamm, 
who has just celebrated hia eightieth 
b.rthday in Vienna. English-speak- 
ing folk know little of him, but he is 
one of the most popular of Austrian 


authors. In the course of fifty-six 
years, he has turned out ore than 
a hundred plays, most of them com- 


edies, and most of them successiul; 
has written a lot of books, and has 
turned out a vast mass of newspaper 
articles. 


Emile Zola, like Israel Zangwill, has 
become an ardent convert to Zlonism— 
the name that covers the hopes of so 
many of the Hebrews to get back the 
land of Judea for their own.

MILITARY TOPICS. 


The French private of the line re- 
ceives but a sou a day, and in all 
obtains but 34% pence a week in cash. 
The worst off of all, however, would 
appear to be the Russian soldier. He 
ls supposed to receive the handsome re- 


muneration of a farthing a day, but 
often does not even get this. 
During the year 1901 no less than 


3,605,905 tons of coal were shipped from 
Moji, Japan. Hongkong was the larg- 
est consumer of Moji coal during the 
year, and the following figures give 
some idea of the relative importance of 
the principal ports in the Far East; 
Hongkong, 585,913 tons: Shanghai, 445.,- 
815; Singapore, 275.562; Mantia, 110,567; 
India (Bombay,) 47,60%. 

With a view to reducing the weight 
of the equipment of the tnfantry sol- 
dier, trials are being made in Avetria. 
according to the Pester Lloyd, with a 
new cartridge bag and pouches. The 
bag at present in use weighs 900 
grammes, and each of the two pouches 
380 grammes, or 3% pounds, while those 
of the pew pattern weigh only 700 and 
190 grammes respectively, or altogether 
about 2% pounds, thus effecting a sav- 
ing of 1%, pounds in the load to be car- 
ried.

grim Fathers, who declined his serv- 
ices, though they did take his books 
and maps, and gave the leadership to 
Miles Standish instead. 

Smith had pamed the country he had 
explored “New England,” and he had 
to fight to have the name kept, as 
many folk who envied him the horor 
of having bestowed it wanted to have 
it changed to Nusconcus, Canada, or 
Permaquid. The hope that he might 
yet lead colonists to America died hard 
in him. He wrote work after work 
descriptive of America, and finally took 
te traveling about the country distrib- 
uting them gratis, and never {failed to 
send a whole armful to any rich no- 
bleman whom he heard was fitting out 
an expedition. Perhaps the disap- 
poiniment over not getting a command 
preyed upon his mind, perhaps the life 
of excitement, adventure and physical 
Strain had told on his constitution 
more than he thought. but his health 
gradually broke down until he died at 
the early age of 61. 

He had the satisfaction, however, of 
seeing Pocahontas again before his 
death. The Indian girl came ito 
England, of cour e, with her husband, 
John Rolfe, and she and Smith met 
at Brentford. Though the richest 
hostesses of those days were vying 
With each other to make much of 
her, she was as friendly as of old with 
the man she was reputed to have 
saved from the paternal war clubs.

VAFHINGTON, May 17.—We have 
seen Miss Ellen Stone, and listened to 
the story of her captivity from her 
own lips. An audience that completely 
filled the First Congregational Churen 
last evening showed by breathless at- 
tention alternating with hearty ap- 
plause, its appreciation of the trials, 
sufferings and glorious deliv@ance of 
this plous American woman. Her first 
sentence stirred her auditors to en- 
thusiasm. She sald: 

“| come before an American audience 
with mingled emotions, chief among 
which is gratitude to the noble Chie 
Executive, who, when others were dis- 
cussing questions of diplomacy, cut the 
Gordian knot by eaying, ‘First, let the 
woman be freed, and we will! settle the 
question of responsibility afterward,’ ’ 

Aithough much has been printed re- 
garding Misa Stone's capture by brig- 
ands and her experience whiie heid a 
prisoner with her companion, Mme. 
Teilka, there was a vividness impartea 
io the viva voce recital which invested 
the story with a power which wrung 
one’s very heart, The earnestness ana 
simplicity she employed last night ren- 
dered Helen Stone's narrative a tale to 
be remembered during a lifetime. One 
part of the address which verily chilled 
the blood was her graphic description 
of what transpired on a certain Sun- 
day when the ransom seemed not to 
be forthcoming, and the brigands were 
on the very potnt of killing their pris- 
oners. The women were in a little 
sheepfold on a hillside, and could see 
that the men were holding a conference 
over a paper. while part of their con- 
versation Was audible to their captives. 

“T saw them take out their pistols,” 
¢aid Miss Stone, “and examine the 
cartridges, to see if they were all right. 
i saw them lay those pistols down, 
and knew from their gestures what 
thelr purpose was. It only remained for 
+s to wonder whether they would take 
vor lives at noon or walt until even- 
ne. We thought of our friends, going 
‘+s ehureh on that peaceful Sabbath 
morning, and wondered what they 
would feel i¢ they could see us in that 
‘ttle sheepfold surrounded by those 
fierce men. We wondered Uf every one

had forgotten us. I heard two or three 
of the brigands who were near wus 
talking together, and one whom we 
had always called ‘the bad man,’ | 
asked the others why they desired tw | 
use the pistols instead of a dagger.

heard, and hoped we would not make 
so much noise.” 


A marvelous incident was the arrival 
of Mme. Teilka’s baby. reminding one 
of those beautiful words. “And a little 
child shall lead them.” When a brigand 
who had come to them in a blustering 
way one evening was told that an I[n- 
fant was born, he rushed off, and 
next morning early the entire gang filed 
solemnly in. Miss Stone sald they were 
in full dress; that is, their hands and 
faces had been we!l washed, but their 
apparel was as usual. and one man 
asked YY he might take the baby in 
his arms, a request which was compiled 
with because Miss Stone knew by the 
look on his face that he had children 
of his own, and she also knew that 
he had been driven from his home by 
the Turkish government. So they a!! sat 
around the fire and looked at the baby, 
and Miss Stone says ehe knew that 
some of them were thinking of the 
babe who was born on Christmas Day, 
for one of them sald to Mme. Tetlka, 
“You, too, are a martyr.’ They had a 
great fear that something might hap- 
pen either to Mme. Tsilka or her child 
through their act. and that made them 


gentie to both women, as well as to. 


the child. Mies Stone says it was ali 
a part of God's providence. An extraor- 
dinary feature of the expertence was 
that Mme. Tsilka was a trained nurse, | 
and knew exactly what to do to wel- 
come her baby into God's world. She 
came to the United States some time 
ago and studied obstetrics 
Moody's school, and in thie way she 
was prepared for her terrible expert- 
ence. 

In conclusion, Miss Stone expressed 
the hope that the capture of herself 
and her companion might lead the 
governments of other countries to take 
such action ae would force the Turkish 
government to crugh out the brigands, 
and make such inci‘ents impossihbie in 
the future. After the lecture, pictures of 
some of the native converte and of 
scenes in Macedonia were thrown on 
a ecreen. and brief explanations of 
them given by Miss Stone.

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OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
T WAS Ruskin who said, “The great trouble with 
is that they go through life and never look up.” 

This wide world of beauty and of grandcur lies avout 
them unperceived. The habit of oyservation has never 
been acquired, and therefore they are mere plodders, 
blind to the ten thousand things about them that would 
help to broaden their lives and lift them up to a higher 
plane of being. 

To remedy this evil should be one of the first objects 
of our public schools. The object of our text-books 
should be to interpret for the child the great volume of 
nature, to enable him to perceive the beauty every- 
where outspread before him, and to become familiar 
with the marvelous forces which are hidden in the 
natural world, and which science in this morning of the 
twentieth century is so rapidly unfolding. 

The pride and the glory of American freedom are its 
public schools, and our national strength, as well as our 
hope for the future of the republic, is centered in them. 
We are a conglomerate of different nationalities, and 
it is here that must be acquired the knowledge that 
will make the children of the alien, as well as the 
mative born, fit for the duties of sovereign citizenship 
and in sympathy with the glorious history of our past 
and the proud hopes for our future. 

Ignorance is always a source of peril, and it is es- 
pecially so in a republic, and there are some facts con- 
tained in the reports of the Commissioner of Education 
which are far from reassuring. From these we learn 
that “in the ten Southern States south of the Potomac 
and east of the Mississippi, adult white illiteracy is as 
great as it was before the Civil War, and the total 
public school expenditure in these States is five cents a 
day per pupil for only eighty-seven days a year.” 

According to official reports in 1900 “only sixty per 
cent. of the children of these Southern Stetes were 
enrolled in any school whatever. The average daily 
attendance was only seventy per cent. of those enrolled. 
In other words, only forty-two per cent. of these chil- 
dren were at school. One-half of the negro children and 
one white child in five never gets a chance to learn to 
read. Careful analysis of the report of the State su- 
perintendents shows that the average pupil, whites 
and blacks together, who attends school at all stops be- 
fore the end of the third grade. In the whole South 
the average citizen gets only three years of school- 
ing of all kinds in his entire life.” 

“In that portion of West Virginia, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky. North Carolina, Tennessee, South Carolina and 
Georgia contained between the Blue Ridge on the 
east and the Cumberland Mountains on the west, there 
were in 1900 in a total number of 870,537 adult male 
whites, 142,312, or more than sixteen per cent., who 
could not read or write.” 

This is a dark picture, and. one which varies muc 
in different sections of the South. It ls not a reassuring 
one, for freedom and ignorance neger go hand in 
hand. If the American republic \s to grow in power, 
intelligence and strength our public schools must be 
everywhere sustained and illiteracy stamped out. The 
South cannot be in full sympathy with the North if the

conditions which are officially reported as prevailing 
in large sections of the Southern States are permitted 
to continue. We hope that efficient measures will be 
taken to change them, and that we, as a people, bound 
together by the strong bands of intelligent sympathy 
and love of al! that is best in free and enlightened gov- 
ernment, shall move onward together, occupying the 
same high plane of progress and advancement. 

But we must not neglect our public schools, those nur- 
series of freemen. They go hand in hand with the church 
in dominating our greatness and shaping our future. 
They are the bulwarks of American freedom, and we 
need never tremble for our nation’s future while the 
public school and the free church are maintained 
throughout the entire land. They will be mightier safe- 
guards than great standing armies and vast navies, for 
the age is dawning when the forces that rule the world 
will be infellectual instead of physical, and morally 
sublime. 


OUR NATIONAL STRENGTH. 

OMMERCE is sweeping the United States into new 

associations with the world. The agricultural 

products of the States are adding factors of material 
comfort to all lands. American invention is contributing 
the power of national! activity to the civilizations of the 
world. Our life is no longer circumscribed, since the 
utterances of the government stand for no obscure in- 
fluence in the empire of thought. The native energy, its 
hope and imagination, are becoming an_ international 
motive power. One has but to read the pages of daily 
journalism to see the persona] share which each locality 
feels in the responsibility of government. Under the 
spur of an earnest conviction every intelligent citizen 
watches the acts of legislation, the ways of war and 
taxation and knows that the growth of na- 
tions depends upon character as the  key- 
stone of strength One has but to listen to 
the opinions of those masses on whose action depends 
the results of the future, and who are engrossed with the 
ethical and political questions of the day to discover the 
inherent sense of moral obligation in the campaigns 
for peace, freedom and civilization. Whatever exhibi- 
tions of intemperate partisanship may have marred po- 
litical or military life, the long records are adorned with 
many names conspicuous for humanity and _ valor. 
Human nature being what it is, beautiful examples of 
reticence and self-respect under calumny are daily af- 
forded by men who have carried on the supremely great 
work of the pation, in the face of aspersion and misrep- 
resentation. 

In the lives of the women of the land noble incentives 
are given which touch the destinies of the future. Dur- 
ing the recent Biennial convention here, earnest repre- 
sentatives upheld the purpose of humanitarian effort, 
and exhibited the evangelical spirit which would extend 
the Beatitudes of which Christ spoke to the multitudes. 
While a fair proportion of our city’s womanhood may 
not have participated in the event, many have been 
guided by the unerring impulses of the heart which 
have found obligation aiong ways of duty aloof from 
publicity, and these, although uncounted and seemingly 
forgotten in the great processions, are giving a sover- 
eign grace and sweetness of personality to the cares of 
home and family life, on whose simple acts may be the 
stamp of eternity. 

One has only to contrast a land where each citizen 
possesses the gift of liberty, and the avenues of its de- 
velopment, with other lands—as the Slavic millions un- 
der the rule of despotism—to show the vast moral power 
of a great republic. In this land every citizen possesses 
a sense of individual responsibility. Moreover, through 
all the charters of the land and in all its public func- 
tions there is recognition of Christianity. While the 
nation upholds no special form of dogma, an artificial 
unity, such as dominates other lands, is largely replaced 
by the freedom and intensity of individual faith, whose 
watchwords and seals, built on the life of Christ Jesus, 
are for the betterment of the world. Some one has said 
with truth: 

“There were foremost men of all ages in brilliant 
Greece, in stately Rome, in immemorial China, in im- 
perial Persia, in free Arabia, in solemn Hindustan; the 
Buddha was a Prince, wealthy, beautiful and strong. 
Confucius was a descendant and counselor of kings; and 
Plato. with his haugthy. aristocratic genius, so towered 
over the greatest of his time that they could only reach to 
lay these garlands of admiration at his feet. Yet to 
cospare any one of these with Him who spent all but 
three years of His humble life as the Carpenter of Naz- 
arcth is to match a dim and uncertain twilight with 
the sun at noon.” 

And while our country has many idols to demolish in 
the varied guises of worldliness, a vast body which, in 
its public acts, resembles the name of God and the faith 
of Christ. holds a large possession of consecrated in- 
fluence. The spirit of man, exalted by the full persua- 
siveness of that appeal, “Love thy neighbor as thyself,” 
will open the paths of the Good Samaritan, a sense of 
universal kindredship. and give to patriotism a new 
tenderness and humanitarian strength; for the citizen of 
this government is united to the patriots of the past who 
have given their lives to freedom; he is united to the 
living whom he may benefit, of every race and clime; 
he is united to future generations by the labor which 
will extend the benefits of civilization. He is the heir 
of myriad hopes, and although he remembers past fail- 
ures, each day brings new power of large contempla- 
tions and self-sacrificing service.

HERE shall we build our great canal across the 
isthmus? 

The answer to this is given in the following 
interviews with the ministers from the countries of the 
principal routes.

The Minister From Nicaragua. 


My first interview was with the Minister from Nica- 
ragua. His Excellency’s name is Sefior Luis F. Corea.

“There is no questicn but that the best route for the 
canal is the Nicaraguan route.

Panama Versus Nicaragua. : 

“Suppose the United States does that, Sefior Silva,” 
said |, “what will she get that she would not have on 
the Nicmragua route?” 

“She would have the difference between something and 
nothing. All the advantages are with the Panama 
route. It is the shortest route, the most economical 
route, the route with the fewest locks, and the route 
that could be maintained at the lowest cost. It is a 
route that has been tested by experiments and actual 
work. 

“The Nicaragua line is absolutely undeveloped. Sur- 
veys have been made, but no practical experiments have 
shown the possible cxpense of construction. You know 
of the railroad tunnel which they are now making in 
New York. Before that tunnel was dug all sorts of bor- 
ings and experiments were made, and upon the basis of 
these an estimate was formed of its probable cost. 

“When the work was done, it was found that the esti- 
mate was $10,000,000 below the figures of_the engineers. 
The railroad tunnel was very short. The Nicaragua 
canal survey extends over many miles. It has been 
made in an unknown country, and you can't tell how far 
the figures of the engineers will be from the actual cost. 
They can figure as to what they can see, but they cannot 
calculate all the difficulties that may come up. 

“On the Panama canal work has been done along the 
whole linc. A great part of it has been dredged, and 
the mountains have been actually cut down. Already 
¢wo-fifths of the canal has been completed, and you can 
figure out the cost of the remainder almost to the cent. 
A large force has been at work for the last five years 
and hundreds of men are there working today. The 
property is in a good working condition. One set of 
managers can easily step out and another begin thelg 
labor on a few weeks’ notice.”

THREE-EYED ANIMA 


TUATARA, FOUND NEAR NEW ZEALAND, AND THE 
NEW ZEALAND LAMPREY. 


{Melbourne Argus:] There is probably no more in- 
teresting country in the world to a biologist than New 
Zealand, and to Prof. Dendy is due the credit of having 
@ade some very valuable original researches in regard 
to some of the more characteristic fauna of the country. 

Nearly everyone has heard of the tuatara, the curious, 
iguana-like-looking creature, now found on only one or 
two islands off the coasi of New Zealand, and supposed 
to be the oldest living types of animal on the face of 
the globe. One of the most curious features is an organ 
on the head, which at one time was spoken of as the 
pineal gland, but which Dr. Dendy discovered to be in 
reality a third eye. His paper on the subject caused the 


greatest intcrest in scientific circles, and as an illus- | 


tration of the way in which research is specialized now- 
adays, it may be mentioned that while Dr. Dendy de- 
voted himself to the study of the third eye, one dis- 
tinguished English biologist is ‘“‘working out” the skele- 
ton, another the kidneys, and so forth. In a short time, 
therefore, our anatomical knowledge of the tuatara 
ought to be complete. 

More recently Dr. Dency has discovered another N>w 
Zealand creature possessing a third eye. This ‘s ihe 
New Zealand lamprey. a favorite article of food among 
the Maoris. The third eye is situated right on top of 
the head and is covered with a thik coating of skin. It 
is doubtful whether it is now of any practical use for 
seeing, but Dr. Dendy believes that at one time far back 
fin the world’s history, there were two eyes on the back 
of the lamprey’s head. He is further of the opinion 
that at one time the tuatara also had two eyes where 
now only one remains. In the tuatara it is the left eye 
which has survived, while in the lamprey it is the right 
one. 

The English lamprey has only two eyes, ani is to that 
extent inferior to its New Zealand congenor, Wut it has 
{ts compensations, for was it not recor led in our history

THIS YEAR LIKELY TO BREAK ALL 
IMMIGRATION RECORDS. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


EW YORK, May 19.—Unless there should be 4n 
N unexpected and highly improbable slump all im- 
Both the daily and monthly records have been broken 
already, as a matter of fact, so that only the yearly 
record stands, 

The monthly record was broken in April, when 73,667 
foreigners (steerage passengers, not citizens,) passed 
through the nation’s gate on the bit of land termed 
Ellis Island in the harbor of New York. The daily 
record was broken on Saturday, May 3, when 6213 men, 
women and children from almost every country in 
Europe, as well as a few from Asia and Africa, stepped 
foot cn American soil for the first time. The burning 
of the records a few years ago with the flimsy wooden 
buildings in which the United States first received im- 
migrants on Ellis Island, precludes accurate comparison 
with earlier figures, but it is distinctly remembered by 


the inspectors that never before was there such a hus- 


tling there, and never were so many passed in one day 
as on the first Saturday in May, 1902. The heaviest 
month previous to April of this year since the govern- 
ment has had charge of the New York immigration sta- 
tion, was exactly ten years earlier, in April, 1892, when 
the number coming in was 69,000. On the first nine days 
of this month, 24,096 were landed or at the rate of juore 
than 80,000 for the month.

Cold not the Worst Discomfort. 


It is the general belief inat polar explorers suffer 
mostly by reason of the intense cold. and that success 
or failure is due to the powers of enduring low tem- 
peratures, but this is far from the truth. True. there are 
“now and ice everywhere in evidence. Snow falls during 
the summer as well as during the winter. For this. how- 
ever, we sre prepared; suitable garments and experience 
so fit the body that we do not really suffer much more 
from the effects of cold than does a New York«r in win- 
ter; and we avoid the life-reducing heat of the home 
summer. 

Still, | do not mean to infer that the cold is ever 
forgotten. The conditions are snch that the absence 
of heat is constantly brought to mind. When we start 
out from our comfortable rooms at he aiquarters we 
emerge from an agreeable temperature of 70 dez. into 
an icy air of minus 40 deg.. which makes a difference 
of 110 deg. of cold within ten seconds.

man. It is this strange simplicity, this other-world air 
of terrestrial youth, which makes the polar regions s0 
fascinating to nature-loving man. Everything about is 
new, yet old: every sight is simple, yet clothed in 
mystery: every phenomenon, like a shy maiden, is at- 
tractive but difficult of access. 

Every point of attraction, which at first bewilders us 
by its strangeness, becomes a written page to be added 
to the future annals of science. There are a hundred 
things which, in this way, daily present new aspects and 
urge the mind out of its lethargy of monotony into a 
state of fascination. 

It is this fresh interest in the unknown which makes 
life tolerable. We all like to ponder over the days of 
our youth; those cf an inquiring turn of mind love to re- 
flect upon the youthful days of the earth; and looking 
at the polar world, as a whole, it bears a close relation 
to what it must have been when man first came to it. 
Life under such conditions brings new joys in spit of 
the soul-despairing discomforts.

{New York Sun:] The following letter written lately 
by a New York business man now in Manila gives an 
interesting description of the situation in that city as 
it is today. It reads as follows: 

“I wish you could get out here and see this coun- 

try. You would have one of the greatest surprises of 
your life and matter for thought for a long time to 
come. The country is beautiful, the climate delicious, 
though warm to one accustomed to the temperate zone. 
The sun is hot at noon, but shade is always near, and 
somowhere a breeze is always to be found. The nichts 
are comfortable all the year round. Every morning 
at about 5 o'clock I awake and wrap a blanket about 
me. Only once in forty years has the thermometer 
reached 100 deg. 
' “The war seems as far off as it did in New York. 
It affects Manila and the other principal cities just 
2s much as the war against the Sioux and Apaches 
used to interrupt the business in New York, Boston 
or Philadelphia. There are a few skirmishes in out- 
lying districts, of course, but they are of little or no 
importance. No one ever speaks of any war hera It 
is all finished from a local point of view, and every 
man is straining each nerve to solve the mighty prob- 
lems of peace. 

“The rapidity with which those problems are being 
mastered surprises one. In ten years a new civilization 
will have permeated all the islands. In five years I 
believe we will see a new Manila. Already the Fili- 
pinos of rank and means are feeling the contagion of 
American optimism, and are looking to the future with 
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seem pretty at all to the possessor, for he is constantly 

brushing them off, pulling owt bunches of bair and | 
blowing out warm phrases. One never learns the real 
trouble of the life of the frigid zones unti! he has his 
face bejeweled with icicles. 

Owing to the natural laws of radiation the extrem- 
ities lose their heat first. The careless traveler con- 
stantly suffers from cold hands and feet. and even a 
careful adept loses his fingers or toes wiih r+ markable 
ease. We start out on a mission, traveling over the icy 
waste of white wilderness, and f>r a time ali are happy, | 
comfortable and contented. After a few hours we become | 
thirsty, but we well know that there is nothing to. 
quench our thirst, for, though there is watcr everywhere, | 
it is frozen. Later, we become hungry, but we must | 
delay satisfying the pangs until our destination is 


reached. 
We plod on and on over the weary snows until we | 


find a camping place. Then we pitch camp; but now 
one has a stinging feeling in his toes; aiter « time this 
vanishes and is replaced by loss of sensation in a large 


part of the foot. The boot is removed and through the 
many thicknesses of hose the thing feels 1k something 
foreign. One stocking after another is cautious!y taken 
off, but still there is a woody touch to the foot. When | 
the last stocking is stripped down the foot is found white 
and glossy; like porcelain. A more careful examination 
reveals the fact that one or two toes are missing, and 
then the sock is shaken for the missing bits before an 
effort is made to restore the circulation of the icy tis- 
sues. But an explorer must learn to rise above such lit- 
tle discomforts. He who cannot afford to lose strips of 
his skin, or parts of his hands and feet, is not worthy 
to be counted among the braves who seek the poles, 


Depression of Terrible Loneliness. 


No! It is not the cold which makes the life of frigid 
explorers hard. It is the hopelessness of the un-

STRANGE STORIES FROM THE RE- 
CENTLY-RUINED ISLAND.

Ti ALLUS tol’ 'em, they be sure nuf goner if they 
tech that Voodoo money.” The old negro sat 
slowly spelling out of the evening paper the latest 

meager news of the disaster on St. Vincent Island, his 

old home. Scarce a negro in the West Indies, but is 
gaying the same thing today. 

Waxing ever fatter, uglier and richer, for many years 
there lived just outside of Kingstown on St. Vincent, 
the High Priestess of the Voodoo worshipers. Thither 
by stealth came negroes from all over the West Indies— 
came also, they tell you, white planters seeking charms 
and lucky spells. There were still others, who landed 
quietly by night and bore away little vials of slow- 
working poison, or, perhaps, merely innocent-looking 
splinters, whose slightest scratch meant death; then, 
presently, the papers would record the sudden end of 
some harsh overseer “from fever.” The hand of the 
law never fell upon her—it is not pleasant to execute 
justice when. you know that tomorrow morning's coffee 
will be filled with powdered glass—and in good time she 
died, her spirit carried up Soufriere by Zombi, so they 
say, and there dumped in. 


Cursed Voodoo Wealth. 


Much wealth she left, for her “magic” was always of 
the most expensive kind. Many a poor devil ruined him- 
self to meet her extortions. But, strance to say, no heirs 


robed hills of cane; its houses gayly frescoed in bright 
blues and reds, with here and there a dash of yellow, 
reminding you of Norway villages. The heavy laden 
sugar casks gruntling over the cobbled streets, the quick 
clicking of tiny donkeys’ hoofs drawing enormous 
loads of green cane, the hum and clatter of the mar- 
ket place; all these he remembered well. The hills 
were but naked skeletons of those he remembered; gaunt 
gray ribs of rock protruding through bare red soll; lying 
naked and ashamed in the glare of the sunshine, strip- 
ped utterly of their emerald robes, not so much as @ 
palm growing since the day of the “big wind.” 

Further back the higher hills still lay green and beau- 
tiful, but for miles around the town the Voodoo curse 
lay heavy on the land. And the town itself! The piti- 
less tropic rain had washed the gray-hued houses to @ 
dingy gray—here and there a patch of color clinging 
like rouge upon a corpse. 

Gloomy Kingstown. 

Shutterless and empty many a house stared as with 
the sightless eyes of the dead, out on the deserted bay, 
green fungus, like grave mold, spreading over them. 

The long pier tottered on its rotting piles seeming 
scarce able to support the weight of the handful of 
listless negroes that flocked out to see the mail-boat 
anchor—now grown to be an event not to be missed. 
Ashore, the ruin was more apparent. Only the police 
station. which, next te the jail, was always the finest 
building, maintained a certain smartness, covering its 
crumbling walls with whitewash, as the proud old soldier 
carefully inks his ragged buttonhboles. 

In the streets, rutted and gullied by many a rainy sea- 
son, the green grass grew almost unchecked. Down Mid- 
die street, as the main thoroughfare is called, the dust 


of years had gathered on the narrow little shop win-

appeared to claim it. It was Voodoo, and not an Afri- 
can on earth would touch it. 

So finally the government of St. Vincent stepped in 
where others feared to tread, and confiscated it. Now, 
Voodoo or no Voodoo, it certainly is true that from that 
day the already tottering fortunes of St. Vincent hast- 
ened swiftly to their fall. The negroes emigrated to 
, Barbardos, to the States, to anywhere away from that 
island. Sugar fell in price slowly but surely, and sugar 
_ Was St. Vincent's mainstay. Arrowroot, the next crop 
of importance, fell also. Desperate measures were taken 
to remedy matters; whole estates were condemned and 
cut up into little parcels to be divided among the 
negroes. The only result was to anger those whose es- 
tates had been condemned. 


Ruin on Ruin. 


Then came the awful hurricane of 1898; four hundred 
lives were lost in the Island and every crop was to- 
tally ruined. Those who lingered after that 
did so merely because they had to. Such 
was the state of things when the writer 
landed at Kingstown a few weeks ago. Most 
pleasant were his recollections of St. Vincent, a dim 
remembrance of a visit many years past. Only fifteen 
miles long by eleven broad, the little green islet was 
saved from insignificance by the rugged grandeur of 
Soufriere, the evil-named, evil-reputationed old volcano 
at the northern end. Although but 3000 feet high—it 
lost 1000 feet or so in altitude in its outbreak of 1718— 
yet its ragged cone towered with a certain mighty 
= a beauty “la diabole,” against the clear tropic 


From Soufriere to Mount St. Andrews, near the south- 
ern end, a jagged chain of lesser peaks divides the west- 
ern from the eastern side. So riven by chasms, so 
steep are their sides, that a long roati round the shore 
was the only practical connection between the pretty lit- 
tle village of Belaid half-way down the western side 
and the larger village of Georgetown just across. At 
the southwestern end lay—<so the writer remembered it— 
the flourishing town of Kingstown, bearing no little 


~fesemblance to St. Pierre in its surroundings of green- 


dows, making their dim interiors gloomy beyond des- 
cription. 

The unusual sound of footsteps brought each mer- 
chant cagerly to the door, only to gaze gloomily at our 
retreating backs. A crowd of eager darky boys flocked 
around us, begging shrilly for a penny. But saddest 
sight of all was the old market-place, the heart and cen- 
ter of every West Indian town, where, be it only to 
talk gloomily of ruin, gathers what life the place pos- 
sesses. But in St. Vincent only a few withered crones 
sat mumbling to themselves for lack of company—a 
handful of charcoal, a few yams, a shriveled bite of 
sickly fruit, such were the contents of their baskets. Of 
customers, at least while we were there, no sign! Sad- 
dened beyond expression by these signs of ruin that 
filled the little town of pleasant memories, we set out 
for the journey up Soufriere. Starting up the road back 
of the town we passed the fine Botanical Gardens, a 
green oasis in a barren land; higher up, the road led to 
the backbone of the central ridge. Here, for the first 
time. we could see the eastern side, windward. 


The Last of the Caribs. 


In startling contrast to the hills around Kingstown. 
everything was green and beautiful. This was the old 
Carib country; given to the pitiful remant that sur- 
vived the countless massacres of their fellows, and 
promptly taken away again as soon as the district was 
found to contain the most fertile land on the island. 

Poor Caribs! Once proudest and most valorous of all 
Indian tribes, the only natives to resist successfully the 
Spaniards’ crushing rule; now, by slow murder, and by 
still more deadly intermarriage with the negro, re- 
duced to a mere fragment of a race! 

Some seventy of pure blood hiding like wild animals 
in the deep woods of Dominica, none of pure blood left in 
St. Vincent—not many of mixed type even—now, doubt- 
less, not any at all; for they lived on the northern 
coast, today a mass of glowing lava. Truly this last 
disaster would seem to be your long-delayed revenge, 
had not you yourselves been the cifief sufferers! 

Down to the coast past the mineral spring in Arnos 
Vale, back again to Richmond—in and out, up and

TO DETECT LISTENERS, 


TELEPHONE DEVICE THAT WILL INDICATE WHEN 
SOME ONE IS EAVESDROPPING. 


[Chicago Tribnune.] An interesting experiment has 
recently been made upon the lines of the government 
telephone exchange at Stockholm, Sweden, the object be- 
ing to indicate to a subscriber whether or not the oper- 
ator at the central station is listening to the conversa- 
tion. The description of the apparatus contained in the 
Elektrotechnische Zeitung, is substantially as follows: 
A current detector, whose middle point is earthed, is 
bridged across the subseriber’s line and connected to it 
by a double switch. The central point of the operators 
receiver is also earthed. By the operation of a disk con- 
nected with the indicator, with black, red and wiiite 
crosses painted on it, red or white shows when the 
——- is listening. in this way, when communication 
is through two exchanges, the connections can be so ar- 
ranged that a white cross shows that one exchange 
operator is listening and a red cross indicates that the 
other operator is the eavesdropper. .

FACTS ABOUT THE STRANGE FORMA- 
TION ON MT. SAN BERNARDINO.

NE of the grandest mountain amphitheaters in the 
world environs the head of the Santa Ana Valley, 
California. Surveying its lofty peaks, commanding 
* domes, forests of pine, parks of live oak and deep dark 
eons, the eyes of the traveler will be arrested and 
Gsed upon one of the niost remarkable physica! forma- 
tions in all that region, the great arrowhead, on the 
gouthern side of Mount San Bernardino. 

Upon the foothills within sight, dwell remnant bands 
of te Serrano and Cahuilla Indians, whose ancestors 
have occupied that beautiful land for unknown ages. 
Their oldest men relate that, according to their tradi- 
tions, the wonderful arrow was made by the Great Good 
Spirit hundreds of generations ago, to direct them to 
one of the choicest portions of the earth, specially pre- 
pared for His most loved red children. 

In about the year 1846 Brigham Young sent his mis- 
sionaries to the Southern Pacific coast to search for the 
most desirable lovation for the establishment of a colony 
of Saints. He declared that he had seen in a vision a 
a well-watcred fertile valley, toward which pointed a 
great arrow on the mountain to the northward, and that 
therein they should make their homes. When, there- 
fore, after their long and severe journey through the 
desert wastes of the interior, they emerged from Cajon 
Pess and looked upon the fair green valley below, and 


*> 
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then advancing, turned and saw on the mountain the 
sure sign of heavenly guidance as predicted, no wonder 
that it should have fully confirmed their faith in the in- 
spired character of their great leader. And thus was 
founded the flourishing Mormon colony of San _ Ber- 
nardino. Non-believers in their faith, however, are of 
the opinion that the information concerning the beau- 
tiful valley and the mountain sign of designation had 
been obtained from the native Indian guides of previous 
explorers, and was thus utilized to strengthen his in- 
fluence with his followers. 

Although known to many that the arrowhead form, 
as it now appears, is due to the contrasting color of the 
vegetation growing thereon, with that around it, various 
opinions were entertained respecting the origin, one in- 
telligent ewhite man expressing to me his belief that it 
was a work of art by the aboriginal hunters, who in 
order to produce it, dug out the original growth from 
the surface which it covers. Being only fifteen miles 
from my camp, | therefore devoted two days to its care- 
ful examination, to determine the’ natural agencies 
which had combined to form and maintain for so long 
}a period its outlines. 

By means of a pole measurement the immense arrow 
point was found tu be 1375 feet in length. and 449 feet 
in width, embracing an area of seven and a quarter 
acres. A great volume of water from a bursting cloud 
had struck the earth at the top of the arrow. and rush- 
ing down 350 feet, formed the shank of uniform breadth, 
when, obstructed by the accumulated mass of earth 
and vegetation, it overflowed on both sides, and spread- 
ing out and advancing with irresistible force, rolled up 
the rocky bordering ridges as now observed for about 
500 feet farther, when the overflow being confined by 
entering the wedged-shaped configuration of the moun-

volume of swift descending water, earth and _ stones, 
completely destroyed all of the original vegetation, and 
upon its sandy, gravelly pathway, a coarse light-colored 
sage sprang up, and has ever since held almost exclusive 
possession, affording such a striking contrast with the 


clear atmosphere the mountain arrowhead is visible 
for a distance of twenty miles. 

As we have seen, the disposition to associate such re- 
markable physical formations with some creative design, 
is not confined to the untutored savage. Additional evi- 
dence of this was afforded by the manager of the won- 
derful springs which flow from the side of the mountain 
about a mile below the arrow point. He expressed to 
me his conviction that the Supreme Builder of the uni- 
verse had expressly formed it to point to the “hottest 
water on the earth.” 

Having upon another occasion successfully boiled eggs 
in one of its volcanic pools, | can attest to its high tem- 
perature, but the poor Indians’ opinion of divine inter- 
position in their behalf is the only one of those men- 
tioned deserving respectful consideration. 

While the belief in a beneficent Author of all things,

* THE BIRTH OF THE CONFEDERACY. 
The crisis came. The Constitutional Convention as- 
sembled in Montgomery on January 7, 1861; it was com 
posed of one hundred members, representing all shades 
of political opinion, and anxious to meet wisely the 
issues before the country. The “Ordinance of Seces- 
sion,” dissolving the union between the State of Ala- 
bama and other States, under the compact styled “The 
Constitution of the United States of America.” was 
passed by a vote of sixty-nine_to thirty-one, on January 
11, 1861. Montgomery was thronged with visitors. The 
vote was taken behind closed doors in executive session. 
The halls and porticos and grounds of the capitol were 
packed with ladies and gentlemen eagerly waiting upon 
the action of the convention. When the doors were 
opened to the public, and Judge William R. Brooks, the 
president of the convention, announced the result of the 
vote, the wildest cheering arose. Political differences 


}j were blended in the universal glow of enthusiasm. The 


new flag of Alabama floated over the convention, and 
the boom of cannon rose over the shouts of the happy 
multitudes, telling the martial message of the inde- 
pendence of a “Sovereign State.” 

On the next day the Senators and Representatives 
from Alatvama withdrew in a body from the Congress of 
the United States. Gov. Moore ordered the seizure of 
Forts Morgan and Gaines, at the entrance of Mobile 
Bay, and of the United States arsenel at Moant Vernon, 
that these forts might not become bases of the United 
States troops intended for invasion of the State. He also 
sent troops to aid Florida in taking charge of the forts 
about Pensacola. President Buchanan declined to re- 
ceive Thomas J. Judge, the commissioner sent from 
Alabama to negotiate for payment of the debt which the 
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State conceded to be due the general government for 
the forts, arsenal, and customhouse seized by order of 
Gov. Moore. The Unionists of North Alabama proposed 
the formation of that section into a Federal State to be 
named “Nickajack,” but the rush of events and the gen- 
uine secession enthusiasm swept it Into the Confederate

HOW THE MOQUI INDIANS RAISE

The proper name for this corn is maize, 
of course, Just where it originated cannot now be posi- 


tively determined, but it is supposed to have been found 
on the table land of Mexico and to have spread from 
there over the entire Western Hemisphere. 

However that may be, the red folk had long been 
supplied with it when first encountered by the whites, 
and were sometimes able to furnish it for subsistence 
to the starving settlers. The methods of cultivation 
employed were simple, but they produced good crops. 
Each region had different ways of preparing corn for 
eating, but the limits of this article preclude any ex- 
tended description of this side of the matter. 

The cultivation was in the main similar. The method 
may be studied today among the Moquis of America, 
who have changed less from their original condition, 
perhaps, than any other Indian tribe within the borders 


mulch. 
How the Moquis Plant Corn. 


Planting is done with a dibbie, which is a stick with 
a sharpened point and a shoulder at right angles on one 
side for receiving a foot pressure. With this implement 
a hole several inches deep is made into which the grains 
of corn are dropped. 

When there are showers, and these come rather fre- 
quently during the growing season, all the men hav- 
ing fields in the same neighborhood are called out by the 
proper official, no matter what the time of day or night, 
and they descend to the valley there to assist each other 
in cuiding the shower waters in and out among the 
growing crops, wherever such procedure is possible. 

With their hoes they rapidly construct little earth 
dams across streamlets and “washes” and thus cause the 
flowing waters to be concentrated for better manipula- 
And. as of course, these operations are considered 
when tae crops are put in, it is generally possible to 
secure considcrable irrigation in this manner from 
passing showers that would otherwise be of slight 
service. Some of the Indians of the southwest, par- 
ticularly those of a bygone day, extended this principle 
of irrigation to the utilization of living streams, and in 
many places are still to be seen the remnants of irri- 
gating ditches which often stretched across the country 
for miles. 

The corn that was grown centuries ago was often 
larcer and finer than that of today, a fact that is es- 
tablished by the specimens found in ruins. The reader 
wonders just here, no doubt, how grains of corn could 
be preserved so long even in the dry air of the south- 
west, but when it is explained that this corn was ren- 
dered into pure and indestructible carbon by the burning 
of the house or other shelter where it was stored, the 
matter becomes clear enough. Some of the grains of 
corn thus made into charcoal! by the cruelty of an enemy, 
or the misfortune of a moment, are as large and full 
and well developed as any that can be found even in the 
lowa of our day. proving that the old methods of work- 
ing and irrigation were entirely effective.

GASLIGHT AND VENTILATION. 

An attempt has been made of late to convince the pub- 
lic that the burning of gas in dwelling rooms is not 
nearly so deleterious a proceeding as it is usually thought 
to be. The warmth of the gas flame is extolled. and 
air that has passed through it is, of course, germ-free. 
Then a little extra carbonic acid gas is rather soothing and 
pleasant, and any excess can be got rid of by opening 
the window of the apartment an inch or so at the top. 
All of which talk is pestilent nonsense. As if the proper 
way to prepare air to pass through human lungs was to 
pass it through a gas-burner! To mix the products of 
combustion with the air we breathe is, as Dr. Parkes 
said half a century ago, barbarous. A single burner 
will devitalize the atmosphere by removing its oxygen 
and charging it with carbon dioxide as much as four or 
five persons would do. The position of gas as an il- 
luminant has been enormously improved by the use of 
the incandescent mantle: the light is purer and the com- 
bustion more complete. On one condition it is superior 
to electric light, the condition, namely, that it shall be 
burned in a chimney and the products of combustion 
instantly carried off into the open. Then the flame belt 
comes a ventilator; instead of deteriorating it is con- 
stantly improving the quality of the air by renewing 
it, and the more gas is burned the better for the salu- 
brity of the apartment. Unfortunately, not one room in 
a thousand in which gas is burned is thus treated, and 
in every other the air is contaminated, and noxious pro- 
ducts are breathed until by accident rather than de 
sign they find an exit.—{ London Telegram. 


CHINA NEEDS SCHOOLS. 

Those who discuss the times are, says the Shen Pag 
constantly deploring the decline of the supply of men 
of talent for the public service, and the increasing laxity 
of military preparation. The morals of the people alse 
are daily deteriorating, and their wisdom is more and 
more becoming clouded. This sad state of affairs we 
Chinese firmly believe to be due to the decline of educa- 
tion. Open schools in every corner of the land, and edu- 
cate the people.

Macabebe Marie. 


ch, ACABEBE MARIE”—she was known by no 


other name—was originally an insurgent cap- 
tain, but the government of Aguinaldo did not 
keep its promises to her, and she deserted and joined 
the Americans. She seemed to take particular delight 
in revealing the plans of her former comrades. 

She was a beautiful Filipino woman, accomplished 
and well educated. Her husband was a captain of the 
revolutionary forces against the Spanish government 
and operated around the vicinity of Baliuag, Luzon. In 
a skirmish he was killed and his wife took his place. 


_Bhe donned the insurrecto uniform and took command 


of her husband's company. 

When the American forces landed she was attached 
to Aguinaldo’s personal command, and during the long 
wait previous to the outbreak of hostilities, February 
4, 1899, she kept her command up to a fine degree of 
efficiency. After the outbreak she proved most efficient. 
Her favorite method of attack was from ambush, at 
which she became an adept. She gave the Americans 
much trouble, often inflicting severe losses upon  iso- 
lated commands. 

Aguinaldo, as Commander-in-Chief, issued an order 
that any officer wounded in his service would receive 
60 pesos. “Macabebe Marie” had been distinguished for 
exposing herself to the fire of the Americans, and fin- 
ally she was wounded. She put in a claim for 50 pesos. 
Before she heard from Aguinaldo’s treasurer she was 
wounded twice more. Thereupon she claimed 150 pesos. 
Aguinaldo refused to pay it. 

The woman then deserted to the Americans, and for 
revenge became a spy. At first she operated with the 
Macabebe scouts under Capt. Batson, and she succeeded 
in securing her commanding officer much valuable in- 
formation. Frequently she would go out alone, armed 
with only a revolver, and return with three, four or 
five rifles, which she would turn over to the American 
forces. 

Gen. Funston, hearing of ber skill as a spy, had her 
attached to his foree of scouts and employed her in the 
campaigns of Northern Luzon. She was with his forces 
at San Isidro, and gave him much available information. 
She was particularly useful in getting facts from in- 
surrectos as to the plans of their leaders and as to 
where they would camp. 

Gen. Funston was much troubled with ladrones, or 
robbers, near Cabiao, and tried inefféeetually for months 
to break up a band that collected tribute from every 
traveler passing over the road. Detachments of men 
would go out, but only to return with the statement 
that they could find none but friendly natives. “Maca- 
bebe Marie” volunteered to take two sergeants of the 
Macabebe scouts, who trusted her implicitly, and either 
capture or kill the ladrones.

CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE DEATH OF 


COL. E. E. ELLSWORTH.

time the Federal authorities had been reinforced to an 
extent that warranted an attempt to neutralize the Con- 
federate operations and remove the danger of an inva- 
sion which ha’ been urged and seriously threatened by 
southern leaccrs. 

Washington, and even the departments of the govern- 
ment, were full of spies and southern sympathizers. It 
would be useless to collect an army for the invasion of 
Virginia, and expect it to be successful if the fact be- 
came public through published orders. To prevent the 
projected movement from being made known to tbe 
Confederate forces, Gen. Mansfield, in command of the 
United States forces, summoned the several command- 
ers and gave his instructions orally, intending to take 
Alexandria and the adjacent country by surprise. At 
midnight of May 23, 1861, a large force was assembled 
at the north end of Long Bridge. The other end was 
held by a company of regular troops. About 2 am. 
the troops advanced and, dividing, took up the march 
on each of several roads leading into Virginia. 

At the same hour the New York Fire Zouaves, under 
comand of Col. E. E. Elisworth, left their camp near the 
mavy yard, and by boat, ercorted by the frigate Pawnee, 
proceeded to the docks at Alexandria. 
The First Confederate Fiag. 


About a week after the State had formally seceded 
there appeared a flag, different from the Stars and 
Stripes, on the roof of the principal hotel, called the 
Marshall House. This flag or emblem could be seen at 
Washington and from the portico of the White House. 
It was commented upon and all agreed it was the new 
flag of the Southern Confederacy. The Marehall House 
was an old red brick building, three stories in beight, 


of the city. The proprietor, a man named Jackson, was 
loud and boisterous in announcing his secession feeling. 

Upon the arrival of the Zouaves at the dock at the 
foot of Market street, about 5 am., Ellsworth ordered 


tions to allow no one to leavethe buiiding. Then, passing 
through the hall, he went up the stairs, which turned 
at richt angles at a landing half way up each flight. 
At the floor of the second story he left Private Brow- 
nell as guard, with orders to allow no one te come out 
of any room or into the hallway. 

On the third floor was found a ladder, leading through 
a dormer window to the roof. On coming to the fag 
staff he hauled the flag down, folded it, threw it over 
his right arm, and with the remark to his companions (in 
substance:) “This rag will not vex the President's eyes 
again,” started down. 

The captured flag was a cheaply-made affair of cotton 
cloth. with three bars equal in width, red, white and red, 
and a-square field of blue, on which were seven stars in 
a circle. Eight States had seeeded, but the flag had 
only seven stars. Fearful of effect the sight of this 
flag might have upon his only half-disciplined command, 
is the probable reason why Elisworth went himself to 


remove it. 
The Tragedy. |

Huge bills had 
been posted on all the principal roads leading out of 
town, and in remote country districts, inviting the cit- 
izens of the county to participate in the Memoria! Day 
ceremonies. 

Before the inhabitants of Santa Anita had breakfasted 
vehicles laden with people and lunch baskets came 
thronging into the town. It was evident that the hos- 
pitality of the little city would be taxed to its utmost, 
but Santa Anita rose to the occasion. 

As the old soldiers came in, they reported at post 
headquarters, and promptly at the hour, the veterans. 
with crepe upon their hats and banners, bearing the na- 
tional flag at half-mast, started on their slow way to the 
cemetery, laden with wreaths and bouquets of flowers. 

The solemn strains of Webster's Funeral March floated 
over the long procession of carriages and pedestrians 
following in the middle of the street, and over the vast 
throng of spectators who lined the walks. 

Up the hill toiled the gray-haired band, to lay «weet 
flowers upon the graves of the departed who had stood 
with them in the ranks, but who had marched on before 
them at the call of the Great Commander.

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ENGLAND’S-LARGEST POSSESSION IN 
THE WEST INDIES.

HE island of Trinidad, which lies off the coast of 
"T enetuea about ten degrees north of the equator, 

is the largest and most prosperous of the British 
possessions in the West Indies. Geographically speak- 
ing, it stands quite apart from the Antilles, the chain of 
volcanic islands in the Caribbean Sea; it is, in fact, a 
fragment of the South American continent, from which 
it is separated only by a narrow channel. Anchored 
like a colossal battleship off the delta of the Orinoco 
River, Trindad bears witness to John Bull's aptitude for 
seizing inyportant strategical positions. 

The tourist usually reaches Trinidad by way of Bar- 
bados. Leaving this port, the steamer touches first at 
St. Vincent, an island once celebrated for its arrow- 
root and sugar, and which has now become famous be- 
eause of the recent eruption there. 

Next comes Grenada, the nucieus of & small 
archipelago called the Grenadines; decayed com- 
mercially, it attracts by the beauty of its 
scenery, its green rounded hills and crystal lakes 
fringed with bamboo and tree fern. After leaving this, 
the last member of the volcanic group, vessels sometimes 
diverge to call at Tobago, a lonely speck in the ocean, 
which from some tradition which links it with Defoe's 
story, has been nicknamed Robinson Crusoe’s Island. 
Between Grenada and Trinidad the color of the water 
changes from the deep indigo biue of the Caribbean 
Sea to the muddy yellow of the current that washes the 
southern continent and receives the sediment gf the 
Orinoco River. Then passing through the Dragon's 
Mouth, the strait between Trinidad and the mainiand, 
and entering the Gulf of Paria, the steamer anchors in 
the shallow roadstead of Port of Spain, the capital of 
the island. 


Port of Spain. 


The name of this town hints at the history of the 
country. Setting out on his third voyage, Columbus 
vowed to dedicate to the Holy Trinity the frst new land 
he should discover; and, when he sighted three peaks 
on the shore of what is now ‘Trinidad, the explorer 
fancied that heaven had confirmed his pious promise by 
a sign. A gentile race of Indians, the Arawaks, then pos- 
sessed the island, but being herded on reservations by 
the Spaniards, they gradually died out. Importing 
slaves from Africa the new masters cultivated sugar 
and tobacco; then, finding the influx of colonists of their 
own blood slow and uncertain, they invited their French 
neighbors to immigrate. These came in such swarms 
as to swamp the island and threaten the Spanish su- 
premacy. But Trinidad was not destined to become 
French. In 1797 the fortune of war placed it as a prize 
in the hands of Britain. 

A Mixed Population. 

Bearing in mind its annals, you naturally expect to find 
a mixed population and other evidence of its vicissitudes 
in Port of Spain. The business quarter, which adjoins 
the harbor, retains even now in the style of its buildings 
much of the old Spanish character, but the “plazas” 
have become changed into squares with English names. 
Many of the stores, however, display on their sign- 
boards the titles of French and Spanish firms. But the 
English language is paramount here, and it is a dialect 
of English, not a French patios, that is spoken by the 
colored people, who form the majority of the urban 
population. If you watch the passers-by, you will see 
that there are other races here besides the descendants 
of negro slaves and their European masters. 


Those black-haired, dark-eyed men, with complexions 
of brick dust and ocher, and from the Azores; they 
speak Portuguese and are mostly engaged in the liquor 
trade. The women of this race have lighter skins than 
the men, and not a few mantilla-wearing beauties may 
be seen attending the services at the Roman Catholic 
cathedral. The inscrutable Chinese have drifted out to 
Trinidad. Beginning as a laborer John often rises to 
the position of storekeeper. But the most striking con- 
trast to the prevailing negro type is seen in the coolie 
imported from Hindoostan. Draped from shoulder to 
knee in white cotton cloth, he stalks with a dignified 
air a few paces in advance of his wife, who has folded 
herself gracefully in the turns of a brightly-colored 
shavj!. As she passes by. the bangles and circiets of 
coins on her bare brown arms make a jingling noise. 
This jewelry represents the hoardings of the family: 
the coolie wife is a peripatetic Ffavings bank. The 
features of these Aryans are regular, often fine; in look 
and bearing they are the polar opposites of the boisy 
and demonstrative colored people. 


The Street Cleaners. 


~ Hauntings the outskirts of the market or circling in 
the air above the heads of the crowd you cannot fail to 
notice many large birds of a buzzard type. These are 
the domestic vultures of the West Indies, the winged 
scavenzers of the towns, popularly called Johnny Crows 


While the general plumage of the bird is a suit of dingy 
black. bis head and neck are covered with a gray skin 
in place of feathers: “J is for John Crow, him got a 
peeled head.” says the Jamaica negro. You see Jobn 
everywhere, magt ofien in the gutter tugging at a choice 
morsel ol zarbae, when his keen scent smells out a 
corpse, he perches with his mates on the mortuary, a 
repulsive and sinister obect. But as a sanitary volun- 
teer this vulture is of immense value in a tropical town, 
for he disposes of decayTpg fruit, fish, and all the odds 
and ends that the careless netives leave to rot and fester 
in the sun. The city recognizes his worth by imposing 


the spacious suburbs, where the merchants and officials 
reside. The peculiar charm of a West Indian dwelling- 
house is its airiness. The structure is generally raised 
above the ground on brick or wooden pediments, so as 


to allow the wind to circulate freely beneath. The |. 


wooden walls of the living-rooms are in their upper part 
merely frames to hold jalousies—that is, pivoted 
wooden slats, which can be adjusted so as to admit the 
breeze or keep out the rain. When these are opened 
to their full extent, air blows in as freely as into a bird 
cage, and with it come the odors of that “nest of spicery”™ 
outside the garden. Here bright hummingbirds fit and 
sparkle amid flowering trees and blossoming creepers; 
Frangipani grows—the very name breathes perfume— 
and Stephanotis wreathes the pillars of the palms with 
its heavy-scented white, waxy bloom. Perhaps the most 
curious feature in a Trinidad garden is the number of 
plants which, being denied conspicuaus flowers, deck 
themselves out with variegated foliage. Of these the 
most striking are the crotons, Whose oval or ribbon- 
shaped leaves are striped with rainbow hues. At the 
end of the garden the brick kitchen is built behind the 
house, with which it is connected by a covered way. 
This leasens the risk of fire and completely cuts off the 
smell of cooking. If the enclosure is moderately large, 
there is sure to be a tennis lawn. This is made of wiry 
Bermuda grass, which answers the purpose wel! enough, 
though not so pleasing to the eye as daisy-sprinkled 
northern turf. Unfortunately the lawns are infested 
with a minute red tick, the béte rouge, which has a 
way of fixing itself on the ankles of the players and 
causing intolerable itching. 


Botanical Treasures. 


Beyond the residence district lie the race course and 
public park, with the botanical gardens adjoining. Here 
one can study at leisure not only the plants of 
tropical America, but also those of the torrid eastern 
world. The garden is, in fact. a kind of abstract of 
tropical vegetation, selected with scientific care and ar- 
ranged by an artist. The forests of Trinidad are rep- 
represented in it by such monster specimens as the ailk- 
cotton and the curious cannonball tree, which bears 
fruit as round and heavy as a Dutch cheese on branches 
that spring from the lower part of its trunk. The sturdy 
limbs of these giants support smal! gardens of orchids 
and other epiphytes. Among these perching plants there 
is a remarkable specimen from Bogota, called the flower 
of the Holy Ghost. It is an orchid of pure white color, 
in the center of which is the tiny image of a brooding 
dove. Of all the wonders contained in this floral para- 
dise one retains, of course, only a confused recollection. 
There are, however, certain forms that print themséives, 
like negatives, on the memory; the palms, especially 
the symmetrical royal palm, with its bronze-green 
feathery crown; bamboos—green clouds of airy foliage: 
and tree ferns whose stems bear flat plumes of delicately- 
fashioned fronds. Tropical nature is here held in check 
by art, but one feels that in this humid air and teeming 
soil there is a tremendous growing force that would 
soon turn the garden into a jungtie, if the hand of man 
were withdrawn. 

The real jungle, or High Woods of Trinidad, may be 
easily reached by the railroad that runs into the back 
country. This forest, with its colossal trees all matted 
together by hanging vines, is of the same botanical type 
as that of Guiana and Venezuela on the mainiand. The 
sloths. anteaters. monkeys and other animais that live 
there all go to prove that Trinidad, unlike the Caribbean 
Islands, is part and parcel of South America. 


Curious Pitch Lake. 


"The district south of Port of Spain contains the great- 
est curiosity in the island, the celebrated Pitch Lake. 
This is situated at La Brea, a place thirty miles from 
the city by sea, where the shore is black with reefs of 
pitchy rock. The lake lies at the top of a gentle rise, a 
little distance inland from the beach. It is not, as the 
name might seem to imply, a pool of liquid, bubbling 
pitch, but a sheet of asphalt. solid but yielding, about 
100 acres in extent, and bordered by ranks of piumy 
palms. Pools and runnels of clear water, in which 
swim dusky fish, diversify the uneven, hummocky sur- 
face and give to it the appearance of a wide expanse 
of thawing black ice. The shallow depressions between 
the swells of asphalt run down into narrow fissures of 
unknown depth, through which both water and fluid tar 
ooze up from the reservoir below. The plastic, treacly 
exudation, on reaching the surface, loses its volatile ele- 
ments and, receiving oxygen from the air, solidifies into 
hard bitumen, or asphalt. Where this is taking place 
the black eutters are stained yellow by deposits of sul- 
phur and a foul whiff of rotten eggs indicates the bub- 
bling up of sulphuretted hydrogen gas. Sticks and frag- 
ments of wood are sometimes vomited up from the black 
deep and, becoming caught in the hardening mess, pro- 
trude like snags from the surface. These movements 
show that the liquid interior is subject to great pres- 
sure. a repairing force which mends the gaps caused by 
the removal of the solid crust. This is dug out in

The export of asphalt is a specialty peculiar to Trini- 
dad. In common with other islands, the colony culti- 
vates sugar cane, cacao and the cocoanut pahn. Its 
chocolate has been sold in London for many years. By 
fostering these diverse industries the island has man- 
aved to retain its prosperity, in spite of the decline in 
eucar values. But in order to find hands to till its 
fields. the government hak’ been forced to recruit workers 
from British India.

Tan and Green in a Hall. 


C. B., PASADENA, writes: “Will you kindly 
suggest improvements in the color scheme for our 
"1ew house? There is hall with sitting-room open- 
ing from it with pillars, dining-room behind that with 
French window on porch. House faces west; sitting- 
room has wesi and south and dining-room south window 
with porch on the east. Want restful coler but not too 
dark; tired of green paper. I have thought of a warm 
tan with tan and green hangings for hal! and sitting- 
room; buff with touch of rosg for dining-room. Rooms 
open direcily from each other, so wish no sharp con- 
trasts between them, as they are only medium size. 
Woodwork is to be stained a rather dark oak shade. 
Dining-room furniture is oak, sitting-room mahosany. 
Is buff too yellow for such a sunny room’? What sort 
of fireplace in each room? Would you advise for an 
18-foot square southwest bedroom, blue with touch of 
yellow, or blue and white?” 

I like your scheme of green and tan for hall and 
sitting-room, but | have always had a prejudice against 
pink in a dining-room. It is of too delicate and dainty 
suggestion for dining-room use and seems to me to 
belong to a boudoir, bedroom, or a drawing-room which 
is French in style. A dining-room, if richly furnished, 
should have warm, glowing colors or, on the other hand, 
may be most attractive when clean, cool colors are used. 
A soft, dull blue used with the buff will give you this 
effect. This, however, is merely a question of personal 
taste. You need not fear the too sunny effect of yellow

Your piano*window in the parlor should be curtained 
with thin silk in the dull blue fluted in small brass rods 
at top and bottom of window. These should be made 
to open in the center, so that they can be pushed back 
from this point.

Citrus Fruit By-products 
ALIFORNIA has hitherto been backward in the util- 
ization of horticultural by-products, of which so 
much is made in European countries. It astonishes 
visitors from the old country to see the waste that goes 
on around our orange and lemon packinr-houses, where 
tons upon tons of culls are thrown out to rot on the 
ground. A new enterprise, that has for its object the 
manufacture of oils of orange and lemon, which are now 
tmported from Italy, has been established in Pasadena. 
The following particulars of the enterprise have been 
received : 

“The new concern is known as the San Gabrie! Valley 
Essential Oll Company, ‘marufacturers of concrete oleo 
resin of orange and lemon and citrus fruit products;’ 
or, in the words of the everyday reader, the company 
will secure the oils which are found in the peels of the 
orange, lemon and grape fruit; while the pulp of the 
fruit will be made into various by-products, such as 
Orangeade, marmalade, citric acid, ete. 

“As is well known, until this time the consumers of 
orange and lemon oils in the United States have had to 
import all their oils from Italy, this being the only 
country where these products are made at a profit, 
since it is possible to produce these oils in Italy on ac- 
count of the cheap peasant labor, for the peasants are 
only paid a few cents a day. Consequently, heretofore 
the labor question has prohibited the manufacture of 
essential oils in the United States. As a result, large 
quantities of these oils are annually imported into the 
United States and other countries from Italy, for use in 
pharmaceutical preparations by extract manufacturers 
for confectionery supplies and by perfume manu- 
facterers. 

“The Pasadena company has perfected a machine 
process which permits of successful competition with 
the peasant labor of Italy. The originator of this 
process is Mr. Sheehan, of the Sheehan Fruit rup 
Company of New York, who ts* widely known in the 
drug and confectionery trades. It has been due to his 
study and experiments that this process has been de 
veloped and perfected. The process is a demonstrated 
success and is no longer in the experimental stage, oils 
having been made from the new process in the East for 
over a year; and have been used by many of the lead- 
fing drug houses, such as John Wyeth & Bros. of Phil- 
adeiphia. It is said that the oils made from the Cali- 
fornia fruits by the new process are superior in quality 
to the imported oils in flavor, strength and keeping 
qualities. Like the California olive oil, the new com- 
pany’s oils are absolutely pure; while the foreign oils 
like the foreign olive oils, are highly adulterated in 
the characteristic Italfan fashion. Consequently, the 
California essentia! oils of the new company, like the 
California olive oil, bring a higher price than the for- 
eign product. A member of the Revision Committee of 
the United States Pharmacopia, speaks very flatteringly 
of the essential oils produced by the Pasadena company’s 
process, emphasizing the fact that they are much more 
stable than the foreign highly-adulterated oils. The 
California oils have another marked advantage over the 
italian product because they can be used without any 
cutting with alcoho! in making fruit syrups. 

“The company’s new plant in Pasadena will be 
equipped with the finest special machinery. The com- 
pany expects to employ between fifty and one hundred 
hands at the start, operations to begin about the frst 
of June. When the next orange season opens, employ- 
ment will probably be given to from two hundred to 
three hundred persons. 

“Although the company’s first California plant is being 
installed in Pasadena, when the industry becomes es- 
tablished and their products have become well known. 
the company wil! erect several other plants throughout 
the citrus districts. j 

“Only selected fruits will be used, but since thick skin, 
coarse grain and over-sized fruit is best adapted for the 
production of oils, the company hopes to provide a mar- 
ket for much of the fruit which has heretofore been a 
total loss to the grower. 

“Commencing about June 1, the company will use 
from one to three carioads of both oranges and lemons 
besides considerable quantities of grape fruit per day. 

“The officers of the company are E. J. Sheehan, pres- 
ident and manager, and C. C. Mann, secretary.” 


Pumice Stone. 
7 HE New Mexico Pumice Stone Company has been 
incorporated at Albuquerque, where the headquarters 
of the company are located. The Albuquerque Citizen 
says: 
“At present practically the world’s supply of this 
valuable stone comes from an island off the coast of 
Italy, and requires deep and expensive mining; it also 
pays a 15-per-cent. duty on its arrival in America. This 
company has an immense deposit of this stone, near to 
transportation facilities, which, with commendable fore- 
sight, it has had tested, in the leading industrial 
centers of the country, and uniformly it hag been pro- 
mwounced equal or superior the foreign atone. 
“The company has now been incorporated and will 


| 


at once put in machinery for putting its product on 
the market. This stone is sold in many forms, several 
grades being ground and bolted; others being sawed 
into blocks of various sizes; others sold in the rough, as 
the market demands. 

“Some of the stone has a beautiful satin sheen and is 
wonderfully smooth to the touch. The uses of pumice 
stone are multiform, ranging from the polishing of tur- 
niture, coaches, plate-giass, lithograph stone, etc., to its 
use for the bathroom and toilet purposes. As a silver 
polish it is superior, in its finer grades, to any other 
known substance. Sapolio is also largely composed of 
pumice stone. Heretofore no stone has been found in 
the United States of sufficient purity to stand the tests 
these various purposes demand, but this company will 
be able to furnish a product that has already been 
submitted to the most severe tests for all uses, and has 
never yet failed. 

“The company also is allowed to mine, work and mar- 
ket its large beds of lithograph stone and to do gen- 
eral mining. The result of all this will be the estab- 
lishment of an industry that will employ a large num- 
ber of men, skilled and unskilled, who will be tributary 
to Albuquerque. The company is in al] respects a close 
corporation. 

“Samples of the pumice stone are on exhibition at the 
Citizen office. It is of a particularly fine quality.” 


A Large Fruit Ranch. 


*[ HE following description of the celebrated Piru | 
ranch, in Ventura county, is from the California Cul- 
tivator: 

“In a fertile valley, within reach of the vwreezes 
from the broad Pacific, and high enough to escape frosts 
and be practically immune from scale and insect pests, 
lies the property of the Piru Oil and Land Company, the 
town of Piru, a thriving settlement on the coast line of 
the Southern Pacific, taking its name from the ranch, 
which consists of 14,000 acres, and was an old Spanish 
grant designated as the Temescal rancho. 

“The ranch was, until it came into possession of the 
present holders, the property of David C. Cook, the mil- 
lionaire Chicago publisher, and he spent immense sums 
in planting orchards, building up the town, developing 
water, ete, until it became widely known as a little 
principality situated in one of California's most fertile 
counties.

Big Land Deal. 


“4 CCORDING to the Albuquerque Democrat, a big Ger- 
pee colony is to be located in New Mexico. The 
Democrat says: 

“One of the largest land deals that has ever been con- 
summated on this continent is about to be closed in the 
State of Jalisco, Mex. The tract involved in the pur- 
chase includes over two million acres, running along 
the western coast of the State. The purchase is being 
made by some benevolent disposed persons in Berlin, 
Germany. who have a colonization scheme on foot to 
aid poor but deserving Germans who have not the means 
to start out and secure ranches in a new country for 


themselves. 

“John P. Nettleson, who has been employed on the 
survey of the land, states that all the concessions 
wanted have not yet been secured, but they probably 
will be in a short time, and the surveys compiected by 
fall. It is proposed to sell the land on easy terms to 
actual settlers. No settler will be allowed to acquire 
more land than he can cultivate to advantage. A gen- 
eral fund ts to be set aside for the use of the im 
migrants, who will undertake to pay back any money 
they borrow on such conditions or terms as their cir- 
cumstances will permit. Mr. Nettleson states that the 
first party of colonists will probably leave for Mexico 
the latter part of next July.”

While not literally true, we found that his assertion 
was not far from correct. In their eyes all snakes were 
poisoneus, but in reality the only dangerous species 
were the moccasins, ground rattiers and diamond-back 
pattiers. 

When walking along the road or passing a clump of 
bushes, we frequently heard a faint rustle among the 
leaves and caught sicht of a snake disappearing in the 
thicket. Many of the serpents had an interesting way of 
warning us of their presence, much after the manner of 
rattlesnakes, even when they were not provided with 
rattles. They vibrated the tips of their tails against 
dry leaves, thus producing a noise much similar to the 
warning of a rattlesnake. 

Datore many days we had a good collectién of snakes, 
probably a dozen in all, which we placed in a barrel at 
the foot of our bed. Among them were king, garter, 
black and glass snakes. The latter, by the way, while 
termed “glass snakes,” because of the ease with which 
their tails break off, really are lizards, and form a prin- 
cipal part of the food of the true snakes. 

One night we were awakened by a great rumpus in 
the flour barrel.

COUNTING A BOY'S WORDS. 


THE VOCABULARY OF CHILDREN IS GREATER 
THAN WAS BELIEVED. 


[Chicago Inter-Ocean:] Max Muller in his “Science 
of Language” referred to English laborers who had not 
more than 300 words in their vocabulary. The correct- 
ness of this statement is disputed by the Popular Science 
Monthly for May. M. C. and H. Gale of the University 
of Minnesota, having made a close study of the question, 
report that all such generalizations or estimates are 
misleading, and that the average child two and a 

_half years old uses in one day from six to eight hun- 
| dred different words. 
| It is not a burning question, and most people may not 
care how many words a child uses in a day, but Mrs. 
Gale did and she made an actual count of words used by 
a boy and a girl. The boy, aged two and a half years, 
used 751 different words in day and made a record for 
the day of 9290 words. A girl of the same age used 
629 different words in a day and made a record of 8992 
_ words for the day. 
Of the 751 words used by the boy, 360 were nouns, 189 
' verbs, 83 adjectives,.24 advérbs, 8 interjections, 27 pro- 
nouns, 21 prepositions, and 14 articles and conjunctions, 
and of all the different words 64 per cent. were used 
in the first fiv? hours of the day. The full vocabulary 
of the boy was 1432 and of the girl 1308 words. Neither 
used in any one day all the words at his or her com- 
mand. The boy used his own name 1057 times in one 
, while the girl used “I,” “me” and “my” 970 times 
and the word “Jittle” 660 times. One boy, two years 
old, used 10,507 words in one day.

MISS MARIE ANDISSNER’S FEAT IN ASCEND- 
ING HIGH MOUNTAINS, 
[New York Heraid:] Miss Marie Andissner. who has 


ascended the mountains in many climes, is now at the 
Hotel Belveder recounting her experience in. crossing 


the Andes. She says as far as she knows the feat 
never has been accomplished by another woman. 
Miss Andissner is from Salzburg, Austria. She is fond 


of traveling, and for many years has spent much of 
her time in visiting picturesque points in the world. 
She recently made a tour of the world, and after 
a brief rest started for the Argentine republic. She has 
climed part way up Mount Everest. To her the Alps 
were mere hillocks, and many of the mountains com- 
monly regarded as of great altitude did not impress her 
as being anything more than gentle slopes. 

By crossing the Andes Miss Andissner hoped to save 
time. The journey across the mountains could be ac- 
complished in five days, while the voyage around Cape 
Horn from Buenos Ayres to Valpariso would require at 
least two weeks. She went through the Uspalatta Pass. 
The journey was accomplished by a railroad train, by 
wagon, on muleback and often by climbing. 

All Miss Andissner’s companions advised her not to 
attenjpt the arduous journey. It is the custom of South 
America to send their families by sea rather than to 
cross the mountains, and frequently journeys have been 
made by the way of New York in order to escape the 
perils of the Southern Cordilleras. Miss Andissner was 
not dismayed.

Meat juice is an inflammatory 
fubstance, and milk is a feverish kind of diet for grown 
: persons. To mix the two is contrary to all laws of 
health, and will inevitably produce disturbances, even in 
? a healthy stomach. This is why so many people com- 
plain that they cannot use milk-—-because they take it 
simultaneously with meat. Even Moeres, who had some 
pretty good ideas on health matters, forbade the Israel- 
ites to boil the lamb in its mother’s milk.

Uric Acid and Kidney Disease. 


CORRESPONDENT writes as follows: 

“Will you please tell me, in your next Sunday's 
issue of The Times, what is good for uric acid in the 
system, whether it can be cured or not, as 80 many peo- 
ple are suffering with it? I meet so many people (es- 
pecially middle-aged people) suffering from pains all 
over the body. The hands get numb, especially after 
having them in cold water, and the feet ache and burn, 
and they feel miserable all over. Is it rheumatism, or 
what is it, and if it can be cured, what will cure it? 
Is there a cure for kidney trouble, and if there is, what 
is it?” 

To answer this question, with any degree of com- 


to this department, as it would involve a discussion of 
hygiene in general. Uric acid, which is an accumula- 
tion of morbid matter in the system, may certainly be 
cured, if the proper hygienic precautions are taken. The 
same is true of kidney disease, unless it has advanced 
too far, so that the organs are diseased beyond redemp- 
tion. “Kidney trouble,” by the way, is a very general 
sort of a term. There are many varieties of kidney 
diseases, although the same general treatment wil! hold 
good for most of them. 

Briefly, where the system is overcharged with uric 
acid, the patient should refrain from flesh foods, drink 
plenty of distilled water, eat freely of acid fruits and 
watery vegetables, take a good sweat in some form at 
least once a week, and walk not less than three or four 
miles every day. Some people imagine that because 
they have acid In the st. ‘nach they should not take sour 
fruit. The contrary is the fact. Flesh food bas an acid 
reaction in the human body, while fruits -have aa 
alkaline reaction. 

In diseases of the kidneys the same rules may be 
followed, in a general way, with an addition that sugar 
and starch should be avoided. 

The trouble with most people is that they won't drop 
drugs and take up a careful hygienic treatment until 
they are scared half out of their wits by an intimation 
that their case is hopeless. Then they turn despairingly 
to Mother Nature, but sometimes it is too late even for 
her to help them. eo 


Effect of Light on the Skin. 


-r HOSE of us who can look so far back will remember 

that about twenty years ago there was a great craze 
for the use of light through blue glass, as a remedy 
for many ills. Interest in the subject of the effect upon 
the skin of light through glass of various colors has 
been renewed of late. A correspondent sends The 
Times the following extracts from “A Brief Review of 
Finsen’s Phototherapy.” from the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, page 919, number 15, vol- 
ume JS: 

“It is now about eight years since Prof. Finsen of 
Copenhagen published the results of his first investiga- 
tions concerning the action of light upon the skin. The 
results of his experiments were essentially the same as 
those obtained by a number of other investigators, 
notably Widmark of Stockholm, namely, that sunburn 
or ‘erythema solare’ is not caused by the heat of the 
sun, as was formerly believed, but is due to the action 
of the ultra-violet, or so-called chemical rays. 

“Having convinced himself of the fact that the blue 
and the ultra-violet rays of light were capable of ia- 
citing an inflammation of a healthy unprotected skin, 
Finsen concluded that it would be of material benefit 
to exclude these rays in the treatment of certain in- 
flammatory ¢onditions of the skin, for example, variola; 
since in that disease suppuration and pitting are most 
marked upon the parts exposed to light. In summing 
up his papers, he suggested therefore, on a_ purely 
theoretical basis, that smalipox cases be treated in red 
light. A few months later, Dr. Svendsen of Bergen, 
Norway, put this suggestion to a practical test, and 
found it to be not only theoretically, but also empirically 
correct. This gave rise to Finsen’s red-light treat- 
ment for smallpox, and may be considered the beginning 
of what has come to be known as Finsen's photo- 
therapy. .. 

“I have already mentioned the theory upon which this 
method of treatment is based. The ciinical reports show 
that, in the hands of those who have used it rightly and 
most extensively, it has proved to be a new therapeutic 
agent of considerable value. . . . 

“Dr. Svendsen, who was the first to try this method, 
and who used it for eight cases of variola, four of which 
were in unvaccinated children, describes his results thus: 
‘The clinical picture of variola was changed, there was 
no pustulation,'no edema, no secondary fever; the 
patient passed directly from the vesicular stage into con- 
valescence.” Dr. Herman Bachmann, who has treated 
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“The period of suppuration was short ang aK 
vesicles dried up much quicker than usug 04 ig 
scars.’ 

“Dr. C. Fleitberg of Copenhagen has reports 
cases of smallpox treated in red light at aos 
hagen smallpox hospital.

THE SQUIRRELS AT HARVARD, 


STUDENTS ARE FRIENDLY WITH PRESIDENT 
ELIOT’S PETS IN THE YARD. . 


{Boston Herald:] It has always been said that there is 
little favoritism at Harvard, but now it must be admitted 
that President Eliot has his pets. He is growing fond 
of the sciurine rodents, otherwise known as squirrels. 
For years the little Animals have flitted about the old 
Campus; but never before in such numbers, and with 
such tameness as this season. The policy of cultivating 
the frisky visitors adopted a year or more ago by the 
university is beginning to bear, not nuts nor fruit, ex- 
actly, but, rather, squirrels. 

A Httle fund is now laid aside by the office to be 
spent for nuts for the squirrels, much as the govern- 
ment appropriates money for cat meat designed for the 
felines in the postal department. 
. Besides the food and care given them, many little 
houses, painted green, have been put up in the branches 
of the old elms, every one of which is said to now be oc- 


cupied, many of the squirrels having left their leafy hol- 


lows to set up housekeeping in the more modern abodes: 
There are not enough houses to go around, and when 
the annual repairing took place, about a month ago, 
there was a lively war for possession of more than one 
domicile. 

But what interests the public more and causes amaz7e- 
ment among strangers is the tameness of the creatures. 

A woman visitor from a distance was idling across 
the college yard, the other afternoon, when one of the 
squirrels made a flying leap to her feet, ran up her skirt 
and popped its head into the pocket for her jacket. The 
shock was enough to scare anyone, and she ran, scream- 
ing. | 
For some unknown reason the squirrels are much 
hungrier afternoons, and therefore much more sociab!e. 
Frequently in the mornings, if buts are offered them 
they will take them, but only to bury in the ground as 
a dog does a bone. Often in the afternoon the tree 
dwellers can be seen snifling along the grass, attempt- 
ing to relocate their buried treasures. 

It is hardly worth while taking the risk to feed them 
when they are voracious. The day watchman in the 
quadrangle, who has been constituted chief distributer 
of nuts, has been bitten three times lately, once se- 
verely. The bushy tails, in their eagerness to eat, sim- 
ply mistook his fingers for nuts. Their teeth are like 
necdles and even in the case of the bite that troubled 
him most the holes were so small that no trace of them 


could be seen. 

Cambridge, being well wooded, has many squirrels, but 
there are nowhere as many as about Harvard, except in 
Prof. Charles Eliot Norton's woods. The students have 
always made friends with the squirrels, not a single case 
of shooting or abuse by them being known to the au- 
thorities. 

’ Perhaps the Marshall brothers, who formerly lived in 
Gray's Hall, did more for the small pets than anyone 
else. They baited the squirrels until the animals infested 
their dormitory room. coming in through the windows 
and doors. 

The small boys who haunt the yard to scramble for 
pennies and pick up cigarette butts (commonly called 
the snipe shooters) are the worst enemies the squirrels 
have. These gaming delight to get near the squirrels 
with a stick or stone, behind their back and then kill 
them wantonly. A sharp lookout is kept for such mis- 
creants, but they will creep in, nevertheless. 

Dogs generally delight to chase the squirrels, but no 
case is known in which they have given the rodents 
more than a sharp run. These squirrels are thoroughly 
used to canines now and the minute they gain a tree 
they will turn about and run down the trunk to within a 
few feet of the ground, chattering with rage like a mad 
monkey. One squirrel, in particular, seems to dislike 
dogs, and twice. one day last week, he played hide and 
seek with a dog around the trunk of the same tree. 

Cats are a much more deadly foe. If the squirrels once 
reach a tree they are safe, but on the ground the cat is 
more than a match for them, being larger and stronger.

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| been uselessly wasted upon lightning rods is impossible 
to estimate. It is prettty certain that the millions have 
not saved a life. Statistics also fail to convince the 
frighened ones that they are as safe in a thunderstorm 
as in ordinary going downstairs. 

It is difficult to get accurate figures, but as near as a 
| capable meteorologist, Alfred J. Henry of the United 
States Weather Bureau, can learn, there were in 1900 in 
the United States 713 deaths from lightning. Of this 
number, 219 were killed in the open, 158 in the house, 
57 under trees and 56 in barns: The circumstances about 
the rest, 151, were unknown. The number more or less 
injured was 973, of whom 327 received their injuries in 
| houses, 243 in the open, 57 in barns, and 29 under trees. 
The circumstances under which the remaining 317 cases 
occurred are unknowp. There is a common belief that 
there is less danger in eities than in the country, be- 
cause of metal roofs, telegraph and telephone wires, etc., 
which facilitate silent discharges. There is a fallacy, 
however, in this, because the area of cities as compared 
with rural districts is of course so smal) that relatively 
few strokes fall within their limits. The more densely 
| popluated the area the less the death rate.—{ American 
Medicine. 


THE EGYPTIAN LOTUS. 


IT IS SAID TO GROW PERFECTLY WHEN PLANTED 
IN RICH MUD. 


[Home and Flowers:] Roots may be obtained from 
any florist. The seed will readily germinate if a hole is 
filed or drilled through the hard shell, that moisture 
may penetrate the kernel, otherwise they will lie dor- 
mant almost indefinitely. It is perfectly hardy and comes 
to perfection when planted in shallow water with rich 
mud and full exposure to the sun—simply naturalized 
in the same environments that suit our native water lily. 
Artificial ponds or cement basins are often made for the 
accommodation of this and other water lilies. Such 
tanks should be two to four feet deep, and of any size 
and outline desired. Twelve by twenty feet is a nice 
sige for the amateur. It is best to plant the lilies in 
| boxes, say three feet square and one foot deep, filled 
with good rich soil and sunk in the tank. 

The lotus submits gracefully to cultivation in tubs. 
Ordinary balf-barrels will do for tubs. Fill them two- 
thirds full of rich garden soil, in which plant the roots 
(I prefer roots to seed,) then fill tubs full of water and 
set in a warm, sunny place. In winter remove the tubs 
with their contents to a cellar. A beautiful aquatic gar- 
den may be had by arranging several tubs of lotus and 
nymphaea into a mound or circle and filling the space 
between them with ferns, arrowheads and other mois- 


ture-loving plants.
